People 
who  build  new  houses  on  bare  land  are  often  tempted  lo  put  in 
too  main  tree-,  in  an  effort  to  mitigate  'be  raw.  nude  look,  ll  your  bouse 
i>  in  a  wooded  section  or  on  an  overgrown  estate,  the  opposite  can  be 
true.  To  cut  down  any  tree  ma\  seem  sacrilege  and  lead  to  some  acrimo- 
nious la  mil  v  arguments.  The  answer  in  eit  her  ease  is  knowledge  ol  where 
and  when  a  tree  serves  a  real  purpose  eitliei  practical,  aesthetic  or 
both.  To  begin  with,  sou  must  understand  the  type  ol  tree  suitable  for 
a  particular  place  or  use.  I  frequently  regret  the  fact  ih  ii  Joyce  Kilmer 
ever  wrote  Trees.  \\  least.  I  wish  he  had  specified  ninth  tree-  be  had 
in  mind.  \  majestic  white  oak  and  an  old  Cottonwood  have  no  more  in 
common   than  Monticello  and   a   tenement.

Tier-  have  very  definite  and  cleai  functions  especially  when  as- 
sociated with  people  and  their  houses.  They  may  screen  the  house  from 
the  street,  shade  a  terrace  or  a  garden  seat,  cut  off  hot  summer  sun 
from  certain  rooms.  \  pair  of  giant  elms  in  front  of  many  an  old  New 
England  house  is  the  anchor  and  frame  which  sets  the  foursquare  archi- 
tecture in  place,  eliminating  the  need  for  further  planting.

served, checked  and  passed  on  by  experi- 
enced growers.  Seedsmen  sponsor  the  \ll- 
America  Selections  which  embrace  annual 
flowers  and  vegetable  plants.  Trial  gardens, 
strategically  located  as  to  climatic  condi- 
tions throughout  the  United  Stairs  and 
Canada,  arc  utilized  to  test  these  new  plants 
publicly,  prior  to  introduction.  Gold.  Silvei 
and  Bronze  Medals,  as  well  as  Honorable 
Mention  Certificates,  arc  available  for 
award,  depending  on  the  recommendations 
ol  the  official  judges.  New  plants  which  have 
been  amazingly  successful  in  amateur  gar- 
dens have  first  appeared  on  the  market 
through  these  trials   foi    the   past    17  years. 

IN  addition  to  these  plants,  there  are 
others  which,  lor  une  reason  or  another. 
do  not  find  their  was  into  a  public  trial 
prim  to  introduction.  The  gardener's  assur- 
ance ol  quality  in  such  cases  rest-  on  the 
fact  that  almost  invariably  such  plants  art- 
introduced  by  reputable  linns  which  have 
carefully  checked  the  excellence  and  per- 
formance ol  the  plants  and  stake  their  repu- 
tal  ions  on  their  vvoi  thiness. 

V  yet  no  public  trials  have  been  or- 
ganized to  lest  perennials,  vines,  trees  and 
shrubs.  Iiuits.  nuts  and  berries.  Scattered 
trials  on  some  of  these  plants  are  conducted 
by  private  groups  such  as  garden  clubs, 
garden  centers,  members  ol  plant  societies 
specializing  in  iris,  dahlias,  peonies,  gladi- 
olus, chrysanthemums,  daylilies  and  other-.

M\NY  gardener-  think  that  soil  i-  an  inert  mixture  of  -and. 
silt,  stones,  clay  and  organic  matter,  \eluallv.  il  i-  an 
active  natural  body  in  which  physical,  chemical  and  biological 
changes  are  constantly  occurring,  ft-  composition  varies  from  day 
to  da)  and  even  from  minute  to  minute.  Soil  serves  a-  a  store- 
house   for   plant    nutrient-,   an   abode   for   micr gani-m-  and   a 

reservoir  of  water  for  the  plant'-  growth.  It  also  provides  an- 
(  hoi  age  for  the  plant. 

The  average  garden  soil  is  composed  largely  of  elements 
that  plants  do  not  need  or  cannot  use.  The  greater  portion  is  made 
up  of  silicon,  aluminum  and  iron.  In  region-  where  rainfall  has 
been  plentiful  over  thousands  ol  years,  most  ol  the  elements  that 
are  soluble  in  water  have  been  leached  out.  Because  main  ol 
these  are  needed  by  plant-,  your  job  as  a  gardener  is  to  recovei 
such  materials  and  put  them  back  into  the  garden.  The  whole 
commercial  plant  food  industry  is  based  on  this  premise.  Besides 
pulling  back  what  the  rainfall  has  taken  away,  you  may  need  lo 
change  the  physical  condition  ol  the  soil  to  make  it  more  favor- 
able loi  plant  growth.  \  <i\\  mav  have  to  alter  a  heavy,  or  per- 
haps a  sandy,  soil  to  one  thai  i-  porous  and  spongy — one  that  will 
not  bake  hard  or  dry  out  excessively  during  drv  spells. 

Correct  preparation  ol  the  soil  is  the  first  and  most  essen- 
tial step  toward  a  successful  garden.  It  includes  providing  good 
drainage  and  mixing  into  the  soil  certain  necessary  materials. 
Most  garden  -oil-  in  urban  area-  are  not  the  natural  one-  found 
there  when  our  country  wa-  first  settled.  They  are  remade  or  re- 
located soil-.  Main  coiisisi  largely  of  subsoil  taken  from  cellar 
excavations.  Such  soils  may  have  a  layer  of  hauled-in  topsoil 
which  covers  rocks,  tin  cans,  bricks,  plaster,  cinders  and  other 
debris.  The)  mav  be  productive  on  the  surface  but  highly  unpro- 
ductive below.  No  matter  what  the  origin  or  present  condition  of

In  1"59  Andrew  Burnaby  described  Williamsburg  as  a  place  of  "agreeable  residence."  In 
1950  the  description  is  -till  applicable  and  people  all  over  America  turn  to  the  small 
houses  and  gardens  of  Williamsburg  for  inspiration.  By  the  plan  which  Governor  Nichol- 
son drew  up  in  1699.  each  house  had  a  lot  at  least  one-half  acre  in  size,  room  for  a  gar- 
den and  orchard,  and  stood  at  least  six  feet  from  the  broad  street.  Outbuildings  followed 
the  design  of  the  house.  The  story-and-a-half  house,  with  steep-pitched  "A"  roof  and 
hiiih  dormers,  recurs  repeatedly.  There  was  frequently  a  brick  chimney  at  either  end 
of  the  clapboard  building  and  a  central  hall  which  led  out  to  the  gardens  in  the  rear. 
Sometimes  the  ''all  was  at  one  side,  sometimes  the  layout  was  one  room  deep,  some- 
times two.  The  variety  is  surprising.  The  rooms,  even  when  small,  were  well  propor- 
tioned, tidily  arranged.  Like  them,  the  gardens  were  orderly  with  brick  walks  and 
clipped  hedges  bordering  the  geometric  beds.  The  yard  for  domestic  services  was  con- 
veniently arranged  and.  with  the  gardens,  was  often  enclosd  with  painted  wooden  fences.

-bears  ,i-  weapons.  Planted  with  greal 
restraint  and  knowledge  ol  their  Inline 
ways,  shrubs  can  be  an  ever-increasing 
investmenl   in  beauty. 

Your  house  itself  usually  calls  for 
-hi  uli-  lo  accent  its  important  lines  and 
lie  il  to  the  ground.  'Phi-  doe-  not  mean 
the  all-loo. u-iial  green  leather  bed.  en- 
circling it  completely,  and  rapidly  cut- 
ling  oil  all  lighl  and  air.  a-  well  as 
destroying  architectural  proportion. 
Unless  ilic  bouse  i-  hideous  and  needs 
lo  be  screened  from  view  as  quicklj  and 
completely  a-  possible,  the  main  places 
wlnie  planting  i-  needed  are  al  the 
corners  and  doorways,  lb-re.  fine  speci- 
mens, each  suited  lo  il-  spot,  are  a  good 
investment.  One  eight-fool  lilac  at  each 
corner,  a  pair  ol  dwarf  yews  (Taxus 
brerijoliti.  and  no  other),  with  three-  to 
four-fool  -plead,  will  ornament  the 
Ironi  ol  a  good-sized  house.  The  indn  id-

Elsewhere  the  same  principle  ap- 
plies Carefully  -elected  plant-  in  well- 
designed  shrub  masses  should  need  no 
overhauling  and  no  major  pruning  for 
al  leasl  seven  to  eight  years.  Shrubs 
may  enclose  a  garden,  screen  an  objec- 
tionable view  or  mark  property  lines. 
Shrubs  are  shorter  lived  than  tree-,  so 
their  middle  age  and  old  age  will  come 
more  quickly.  But  they  are  usually 
younger  when  planted  and.  when  care- 
fully chosen,  shrubs,  too.  will  have  and 
give  permanence.

The  ideal  waj  to  prepare  soil  for 
your  garden  is  to  start  at  leasl  our  year 
before  you  plan  to  plant  your  garden. 
The  pre-planting  preparation,  in  re- 
gions nj  plentiful  rainfall  and  for  all 
but  acid-loving  plants,  involves  adding 
"round  limestone,  spading,  liming 
again  and  applying  a  commercial  plant 
f I.  This  i-  followed  by  sowing  a  cov- 
er i  rop.  sin  h  ,i-  r\  e  grass  in  the  fall 
or  oats  or  buckwheat  in  the  spring,  and 
then  sowing  a  legume  I  member  of  the 
pea  family,  -tit  li  as  clover  or  alfalfa )  in 
the  eovei  i  rop.  I'lu-  whole  mass  of  this 
so-called  "green  manure  i-  then 
turned  under,  well  worked,  allowed  to 
settle,  and   the  garden   finally    planted. 

Uthough  this  involved  procedure 
i-  the  ideal  one.  few  gardeners  have  the 
lime  "i  patience  [o  carry  il  out.  Most 
people  prefer  to  prepare  the  soil  in 
early  -tiring  and  plant  the  garden  im- 
mediately. Before  taking  thi-  short  i  nl 
lening.  however,  you  would  be 
wi-e  to  consider  certain  important  fun- 
damental fact-. 

\lthough  hidden  from  view,  the 
root  -\-ieni  i-  perhaps  the  most  im- 
portant part  of  the  plant.  Good  root 
ilevi  lopment   and    vigorous   top   growth 

i-l  garden  plants  occur  only  in 
deep,  well-drained  -oils  that  are  well- 
provided  wiib  lime  and  w  il  li  essential 
plain  I I  mate]  ial-. 

h\ei\  <iardenei  know-  thai  a  house 
plant  will  not  tin  i\e  it  potted  in  a  i  on- 


tainer  that  has  no  drainage  at  the  bot- 
tom. Similarly  no  garden  plant,  with 
the  po-silile  exception  of  water  and 
bog  plant-,  will  do  well  when  planted 
in  -oil  where  drainage  is  poor  or  lack- 
ing and  where  water  remains  around 
the  roots  for  days  on  end.  Tie-  excessive 
moisture  drives  out  air  from  the  vicinity 
of  the  roots. 

Root-  ot  plant-  can  no  more  func- 
tion properly  without  air  than  can  a 
human    being    without    oxygen.    Plants 

with    shallow    root — a    result    of    ] r 

drainage  oi  water  and  air — will  suc- 
cumb (|iiiekl\  during  periods  of 
drought  or  will  freeze  more  readily  dur- 
ing  eold   -pell-. 

\\  here  such  a  -ilnation  exists,  and 
it  may  occur  even  on  sloping  ground, 
the  gardener  will  be  well  repaid  by 
placing  agricultural  drainage  tiles  2'  to 
_11.-'  below  -round  to  draw  off  the  ex- 
cess water.  The  rapid  removal  of  water 
lrom  the  root  /one  brings  air  into  the 
soil,  warms  it  and  re-tore-  normal  root- 
growing  conditions. 

Many  gardeners  have  difficulty  in 
ilete)  mining  v\  hether  a  soil  is  well 
drained,  particularly  where  there  i-  no 
standing  water  after  a  heavy  rain.  One 
-imple  wa\  to  find  out  is  to  examine 
the  i  olor  ot  the  top-oil  and  subsoil. 
First,  dig  a  deep  hole  at  some  out-of- 
the-way  place  in  the  garden  ~o  as  to  ex- 
pose several  feel  of  the  soil  profile.  If 
the  -oil  i-  brown,  yellow  or  red.  suffi- 
cient air  i-  reaching  these  areas.  Green.

Commercial  plain  foods  should  never 
be  placed  in  a  shallow  trench  directly 
beneath  the  seed  or  [dan!  roots  because 
of  the  danger  of  burning  the  seeds  and 
roots  of  the  growing  plants. 

\\  here  the  soil  has  already  been 
turned  over,  the  correct  amount  of  or- 
ganic matter,  limestone  and  plant  food 
should  be  spread  over  the  dug  surface 
anil  raked  in  with  a  chopping  motion 
to  a  depth  of  at  least  4  inches.  This 
method  is  the  least  satisfactory  of  the 
three,  but  ii  does  save  respading  the 
entire  area  of  the  garden. 

Further  to  assure  success,  choose 
the  lighl  location  for  your  garden.  The 
best  piepaie,|  soil  will  yield  poor  crops 
if  the  plants  fail  to  get  the  light  they 
require.  Most  plants,  including  veg- 
etables, need  at  least  four  hours  of  full 
sunlight  daily  l<>  develop  normally. 
Plants  such  as  holly,  rhododendron  and 
dogwood  grow  well  in  partial  shad,'. 
j  bill  most  of  the  others  will  not  do  well 
under  such  conditions. 

It  is  well  to  remember,  also,  that 
most  plant-  will  not  thrive  when 
planted  beneath  or  in  close  proximity 
In  large  trees,  no  mailer  how  good  the 

soil.    Hoots   of    trees   compete    Willi    those 

ol  -mall  plants  tor  moisture  and  nutri- 
ent-.   Moreover,   with    the   possible  ex-

One  final  precaution:  do  not  be 
in  too  great  a  hurry  to  dig  the  garden 
tin-  spring.  Never  din  when  the  soil  is 
wet.  \\  ail  until  it  has  dried  out  a  bit. 
\  good  ua\  to  determine  when  it  is 
light  for  digging  is  to  turn  over  a  fork- 
ful and  hit  it  with  the  tines  ,,f  the  fork. 
If  the  mass  falls  apart  readily,  your 
soil   i-  in  In  condition  to  dig.

It  has  a  marked 
die  i  in  stimulating  young  plants  and 
enables  them  to  grow  a  g I  root  sys- 
tem, lint  the  5-10-5,  or  similarly  bal- 
ance,I  formula,  is  almost  equally  effec- 
tive in  ino-i  cases. 

I  here  -  a  best  time  for  everything. 
Foi  -eclmg  grass,  applying  lime  and 
planting  shrubs,  the  best  time  is  in  the 
fall.  For  applying  plain  foods,  the  best 
time  i-  in  early  spring  a-  -non  as  the 
-oil  thaws  out.  For  building  ihe  com- 
po-t  pile,  ii  is  whenever  you  have  plant 
refuse.  The  right  materials  applied  at 
the  light  time  in  the  riglil  way  are 
valuable  adjuncts  to  the  "green  thumb."

Because  material  woven  of  nylon  is  remarkably  strong,  use 
nylon  thread,  which  i~  equally  strong,  when  you  sew  it. 
(  Nylon  thread  is  durable,  dries  fast,  won't  shrink.)  Always 
line  nylon  curtains  with  nylon,  especially  for  curtains  where 
good  tailoring  and  satisfactory  laundering  are  vitally  im- 
portant. Use  sharp  basting  pins,  a  very  sharp,  fine  needle 
and  remember  that  nylon  thread  should  always  be  cut.  not 
broken.  You  will  also  need  very  sharp  scissors  because  of 
the  toughness  of  nylon — even  pinking  shears  should  be 
sharpened.  If  you  are  working  on  a  sewing  machine,  the 
tension  should  be  lowered  until  a  well-formed  but  loose 
stitch  is  formed.  Allow  extra  width  for  seams  and  stitch  two 
seams,  the  second  a  quarter  inch  out  from  the  first  in  the 
seam  allowance.  If  you  have  occasion  to  iron  nylon  (not 
really  necessary  if  ii  has  been  properly  beat  set),  gauge  the 
heat  of  your  iron  as  you  would  for  silk  or  for  rayon,  setting 
ii  at  approximately  275  degrees.

Ii  your  space  is  small,  good  planning  is  doubly  essential.  Mr. 
Ritchie  Lowry's  house  at  Burlingame.  California,  was  planned, 
together  with  its  site,  to  fit  maximum  livability  into  a  small  lot  (60' 
x  110').  Working  together,  architect  Francis  E.  Lloyd  and  landscape 
architect  Douglas  Baylis  agreed  on  two  basic  methods  for  achieving 
this:  (1)  placing  the  house  off  to  one  side  where  it  could  serve  as  a 
screen  for  the  terrace  and  also  as  a  baffle  against  strong  winds;  (2) 
usinii  supplementary  fences  for  privacy  and  to  mark  off  various  out- 
door areas.  To  avoid  starkness,  Mr.  Baylis  used  vines  and  flowers 
against  the  many  fences.  For  variety,  one  fence  is  of  horizontal  boards, 
another  of  vertical  redwood  pickets,  a  third  of  wire  laced  with  ivy. 
Within  the  limited  area  of  the  house  (about  22'  x  52').  Mr.  Lloyd  has 
included  two  bedrooms,  a  large  living-dining  room,  porch,  kitchen 
and  bath-dressing  room.  Good  details:  a  breakfast  counter  combined 
with  a  pass  window:  doorway  from  kitchen  to  porch  for  easy  service 
of  outdoor  meals;  space  for  storage  of  garden  furniture;  closet  for 
Harden  tools;   two  storage  walls  that  assure  epiiet  for  the  bedrooms.

To  build  or  not  to  build  a  basement 


Ii  is  an  old  cliche  but  Mill  a  true  one  that  your  house  will 
only  l>e  as  sturdy  ;b  it-  foundation: — its  whole  stability  de- 
pends upon  their  soundness.  They  determine  whether  or  not  the 
front  door  will  sag  and  the  windows  jam.  if  the  wall-  will  crack 
and  the  floor  slope,  if  you  will  have  to  contend  with  the  creaks 
and  leaks  that  occur  in  a  house  which  settles  unevenly.  They 
also  help  to  decide  how  dry  and  warm  your  basement  or  ground 
floor  will  be.  what  protection  there  will  be  from  decay  and 
termites.  Sound  methods  of  building  the  foundations  are  clearly 
prescribed  today.  The  major  ones  are  outlined  in  this  discussion 
and  illustrated  on  these  two  pages.  They  present  you  with  sev- 
eral choice-.  Do  you  want  a  full  basement?  Do  you  want  a 
basementless  house.'  Will  you  compromise  with  a  clearance  of 
several  feel  between  house  and  ground  called  a  "crawl  space'"; 
with  a  partial  basement  lor  heating  equipment:'   Your  decision 


will  affect  the  method  of  building  the  foundations  and  also  your 
floor  plan  and  the  kind  of  heating  and  other  equipment  you  in- 
stall. Here  are  the  factors  to  weigh: 

WHAT  ARE  YOUR  STOR  \GE  REQ1  IREMENTS?  A  full  basement  un- 
der the  whole  house  afford-  -pace  for  storm  -ash  and  screen-, 
awnings,  garden  furniture  and  tools,  children's  bicycles,  sleds 
and  tlie  like,  household  tool-  and  equipment,  luggage,  firewood.

Ii  you  like  unusual  foliage  and  are  an  indoor  gardener,  you 
will  find  wonderfully  varied  materia]  waiting  for  you.  The 
window  gardener  and  sun-room  horticulturist  is  no  longer  con- 
fined to  Mich  stand-bys  as  aspidistras,  rubber  plants,  snake- 
plants  and  Boston  ferns.  New  and  exciting  leaf  forms  are  avail- 
able. Commercial  growers,  awake  to  the  possibilities  our  houses 
and  apartments  offer,  have  searched  out  and  arc  propagating  a 
-real  variety  of  hitherto  little  known  decorative  plant-  adapted 
for  growing  entirely  satisfactorily  indoors. 

The  hunt  for  new  forms  continue-.  Collections  of  plants 
such  as  those  at  the  New  York  Botanical  Garden  arc  examined 
critical!)  for  possible  "novelties."

House  downspouts  should  connect  with 
underground  piping  to  carry  water 
away  from  the  house;  slope  grounds 
to  drain  water  away.  too.

IT  is  AN  INTERESTING,  if  not  necessarily  pertinent,  fact  that  the  inhabitants 
of  the  largest  state  in  th;'  Union  are  accused  of  describing  their  state's 
achievements  in  terms  of  Brobdingnagian  scale:  the  monument  com- 
memorating the  dclcal  of  the  Mexican  army  by  Sam  Houston's  forces 
is  "the  tallest  stone  monument  in  the  world";  the  moving  stairways 
in  Foley's  department  store  in  Houston  are  "a  few  inches  wider  than 
any  others  in  the  world";  the  annual  rodeo  in  Forth  Worth  is  the 
"biggest  indoor  rodeo  on  earth";  and  the  University  of  Texas  "the  most 
richl)  endowed  university  on  earth."  This  tendency,  combined  with  the 
slate  s  colorful  history,  its  picturesque  cowboy  and  ranger  traditions 
and.  above  all,  its  oil  bonanza,  has  given  outsiders  a  picture  of  Texas 
that  is  gaudy  but  not  quite  true.  There  are  a  great  many  people  in  the 
Lone  Star  Stale  leading  lives  which  have  a  graceful  tempo  marked  by 
friendly  hospitality  and  a  definite  local  flavor,  not  drastically  differ- 
ent from  countless  oilier  Americans  of  taste.  Life  in  Houston,  Dallas 
or  San  Antonio  follows  a  suave  pattern  that  parallels  life  in  Oyster 
Bay,  Lake  Forest  or  Beverly  Hills — i.e..  the  pattern  of  American  subur- 
ban life  where  social  activity  spins  itself  out  between  private  homes 
and  country  clubs.

Drowse  bees  among  leathery  fruit  blossoms  in  -~ j » i" i n ^ . 
baskets  oi  fruit  later  in  the  summer.  these  are 
dreams  which  haunt  most  true  gardeners.  But  it  is  well 
in  know,  before  you  embark  cheerfully  on  a  project  oi 
raising  your  own  fruit,  that  unless  you  are  wide  awake. 
your  trees  will  be  beset  by  enemies:  insects  and  diseases. 
II  you  are  not  alive  to  the  work  involved,  you  had  better 
settle  for  berries  and  grapes.  Your  first  consideration,  be- 
fore  you  order  your  fruit  trees,  is  where  you  will  put  them. 
Soil  should  be  reasonably  fertile,  well-drained  and  well- 
supplied  with  organic  matter.  II  nature  lias  not  provided 
these  conditions,  you  can  create  them.  Infertile  soil  may 
be  enriched  with  manure,  leaves  or  other  organic  matter, 
plus  chemical  plant  foods,  as  needed.  A  tile  drain  will  draw 
surplus  moisture  from  a  wet  site.  In  dry  situations,  mulch- 
ing or  irrigation  will  help  to  retain   needed  moisture. 

Fruit  trei  are  more  likely  to  thrive  on  a  slope  where 
air  circulates  freely,  than  in  low  spots.  Fur  some  reason 
this  makes  diseases  less  trouble- 
some and  spring  frosts  less  severe. 
Avoid  known  frost  pockets  where 
winter  temperatures  may  injure 
both  the  trees  and  their  blossoms 
seriously.  Don't  plant  fruit  trees 
so  close  to  painted  buildings  that 
spray  materials  will  drift  onto  the 
paint.  And  remember  that  fruit 
from  trees  on  a  lawn  must  l»-  con- 
tinually picked  up,  or  it  will  inter- 
fere with  the  lawn  mower  and  soon  rot.  Keep  fruit  trees 
well  away  from  large  trees  which  will  overshadow  them 
above  the  ground  and  give  their  roots  competition  below 
it.

Nearly  all  state  experimental 
stations  and  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  can  give 
you  detailed  information  about  varieties  for  this. 

Plant  two  or  three  varieties  to  provide  for  cross  polli- 
nation. Select  those  best  suited  to  your  part  of  the  country 
(lists,  pp.  199-200).  One  of  the  pleasures  of  growing  your 
own  fruit  is  to  have  kind-  which  seldom  come  to  market. 
II  you  live  near  commercial  orchards,  you  would  best  con- 
centrate on  sorts  which  they  do  not  grow. 
planting:  Peaches  are  generally  planted  in  the  spring 
except  in  the  South  where  fall  or  winter  planting  is  suc- 
cessful. Apple  and  pear  trees  may  be  set  either  in  early 
spring  or  late  fall,  except  in  very  cold  climates  where  spring 
planting  is  preferred.  Spring  planting  should  be  early 
while  the  young  trees  are  still  dormant  and  the  weather 
cool.  Late-planted  trees  may  suffer  serious  injury  from 
hot.  dry  weather  before  they  have 
become  well  established. 

In  planting  a  tree,  it  is  es- 
sential to  pack  the  soil  as  firmly 
as  possible  around  the  roots.  Step 
heavily  on  each  shovelful  of  soil 
as  it  is  thrown  over  the  roots. 
Work  the  soil  under  the  roots  to 
eliminate  air  holes.  If  the  soil  is 
dry.  water  the  tree  when  the  roots 
are  covered  with  soil  and  before 
the  hole  is  rilled.  This  will  settle  the  soil  around  the  roots. 
In  heavy  soils,  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  ot  soil  and  wet  peat 
has  been  found  helpful  in  getting  the  tree  off  to  a  good 
start.

II  you  waul  to  have  your  garden  in  bloom  all  through  the  growing  season,  there 
is  a  tremendous  variety  of  perennial  plants  available.  Before  you  pick  and  choose 
at  random,  it  is  wise  to  consider  certain  points,  dolor  and  fragrance  may  be  your 
first  thought,  but  do  not  forget  that  you  must  also  plan  for  ultimate  size  both  as  to 
height  and  breadth,  and  the  general  suitability  of  the  plant  to  the  place  you  wish  to 
five  it.  Certain  perennials  will  stand  some  shade,  while  the  great  majority  like  full 
sun  :  a  few  require  special  soil,  but  most  will  do  well  in  any  well-drained,  fertile  garden 
loam.

Anv  ol  them  can  be  used  in 
new  houses.  In  existing  houses,  you  may  be  able  to  use  a  loose 
lill  insulation  or  insulating  balls  or  an  insulating  board  which 
is  a  wall  and  ceiling  finish.  Consider  insulating  material  by  the 
effectiveness  ol  its  performance;  bow  good  it  is  depends  on  bow 
slowly  heat  passes  through  it.  Effectiveness  also  depends  on  how 
well  the  insulation  lit-  the  design  and  construction  of  a  house 
and  the  climate  in  which  it  is  huili. 


\  vapoi  barrier,  adequate  ventilation,  are  important  in  main- 
taining  insulation's  efficiency.  The  barrier  presents  passage  of 
moisture  through  the  wall — proper  ventilation  carries  off  any 
moisture  that  may  be  there.  \n  asphalt  or  other  coated  paper,  or 
a  metal  (oil.  serves  as  a  vapor  barrier.  Many  insulating  materials 
ate  manufactured  with  such  vapor  barriers  applied.  They  must 
l>e  installed  so  the  barrier  laces  the  inside  of  the  house.  Insu- 
lation must  be  well  installed  and  be  complete.  Insulating  only 
the  roof  or  attic  floor  will  save  some  fuel  but  sidewall  insulation, 
weathersiripping  and  storm  doors  and  sash  are  necessary  for 
maximum  comfort  and  fuel  economy.

NEW  ENGLAND  PROFILE 

Shirley  House,  declining  emblem  of  colonial  New  England 


Tin  builder  of  Shirley  Place  was  born  at  Great  Ote  in  the  County  of  Sussex 
England,  in  1694,  of  the  ancient  family  of  Shirley,  one  of  the  few  families 
ol  undisputed  descent  from  the  time  of  the  Conquest.  He  came  to  \merica  ai 
"King's  Advocate"  in  1731.  Ten 
years  later  he  became  Governor 
of  the  Province  of  Massachusetts 
and  proved  to  have  an  ability,  rare 
in  that  office,  ol  pleasing  both  the 
turbulent  Colonists  and  the  Royal 
Government  under  George  II.  \ 
sagacious  strategist,  he  organized 
the  successful  conquest  of  Louis, 
burg  in  1745.  Consistent  with  bis 
rank,  he  built  in  1747.  near  the 
Dorchester  line  in  Roxbury,  a 
mansion  as  hue  as  any  in  the  Colo- 
nics. Still  standing,  although  un- 
deservedly neglected,  its  windows 
look  out  upon  an  uncertain  future. 
But  contained  within  its  redoubtable  walls  is  a  past  as  eloquent  as  that  of  any) 
colonial  mansion  in  America.  Shirley  House  has  seen  two  periods  of  glory  anc 
consequently  teems  with  romantic  history.  Among  its  famous  guests  were  Benjamir 
Franklin,  planning  a  union  for  all  the  Colonies,  who  consulted  here  with  Shirley J 
\s  Commander-in-Chief  of  all  the  Armies  in  America,  after  Braddock's  death. i 
William  Shirley  became  the  foremost  figure  in  the  Colonies.  Two  of  his  sons  died; 
lighting  frontier  battles:  William,  lost  with  Braddock;  Alexander  at  Fort  Oswego. 
To  Shirley  Place,  riding  the  five  hundred  miles  from  Williamsburg.  Virginia,  came 

George  Washington  to  solace  a 
grieving  father  and  ask:  "Who 
Sir.  is  to  take  command  of  our 
forces  in  Virginia?"  To  whicH 
the  Governor  answered  prophet 
ically.  "You."  An  early  watei 
color  of  this  remarkable  house, 
painted  in  the  1770's  by  an  Eng- 
lish soldier,  Lieut.  Pirrie,  now 
preserved  in  the  British  Muse-

the  late  eighteenth  century.  They  were 
first  considered  a-  daylilies,  or  Hemero- 
callis,  then  when  given  a  generic 
name  of  their  own.  paraded  variously 
as  F iinhia  and  Hosta;  the  latter  name 
now  generally  accepted  by  taxonomists. 

The  best  method  of  buying  plan- 
tain lilies  is  to  select  the  growing  plants 
in  the  nursery,  on  the  basis  of  appear- 
ance and  suitability  for  the  space  where 
you  will  plant  them,  regardless  of  the 
name.  Or  you  can  have  "a  lot  of  fun 
building  up  a  collection,  as  we  have, 
by  buying  "names"'  and  then  sorting 
them  into  their  probable  groups. 

Hostas  do  fall  into  quite  definite 
groups.  First  there  are  the  large,  bold, 
yellowish-green  leaves  and  showy  white, 
tubular,  fragrant  flowers  beginning  in 
\ugii-i  of  //.  plantaginea.  the  best 
known  of  all  plantain  lilies.  The  leaves 
ol  //.  fortimei  are  ver)  large  and  more 
in  les-  blue-green,  with  a  distinctive 
ribbed  effect.  The  flowers,  only  slightly 
less  -Hiking  than  those  ol  H.  planta- 
ginea. an-  clear  lilac,  borne  on  stalk- 
held  well  above  the  foliage  in  June  and 
July.  Bold  again  are  the  leaves  of  //. 
sieboldiana.  more  glaucous  than  H. 
fortimei,  but  the  -mailer  flowers  are 
in  close  racemes,  scared)  rising  out  of 
the  gieat  cushion-like  mass  of  foliage. 

Lance-like  leaves  with  long  pet- 
iole- or  leaf-stem  characterize  //.  ja- 
ponica,  also  known  as  //.  lancijolia. 
Into  this  group  [all  the  smallest  of  the 
plantain  lilies.  Somewhere  between  the 
first  three  group-  and  the  last  lies  //. 
caerulea,  with  leave-  larger  than  those 
of  //.  japonica  but  nearer  to  this  species 
in  form.  Except  lor  their  size,  the 
main  difference  between  //.  caerulea 
and  //.  japonica  would  seem  to  lie  in 
the  (lowers.  Both  have  nodding  bluish- 
lavender  bloom-  Inline  in  wand-like 
one-sided  racemes,  but  the  individual 
flowers  ol  //.  caerulea  abruptly  expand 
into  a  bell-shape,  while  the  slender  tube 
of  //.  \aponii  a  open-  out  more  gradual- 
1\.  //.  japonica  usually  shows  one  -mall 
leal  on  each  stem.  Stalks  of  //.  caerulea 
haw  a  lew  small  bracts,  but  no  true 
leaves.  In  these  groups  fall  several  varie- 


ties of  great  interest  to  both  the  collei 
tor  and  the  gardener  (to  whom  thei 
landscape  possibilities,  especially  y\ 
shaded  places,  is  a  real  joy).  H 
japonica  var.  undulata.  the  Wavylea 
plantain  lily,  is  one  of  these  and  is  frrj 
quently  considered  a  species.  Its  flow!

\  delightful  motor  trip  out  of 
Caracas— and  the  one  which  the  Grace 
Line  features  i-  over  the  mad  to 
Maracay,  Valencia  and  Puerto  Cabello, 
past  coffee  fincas,  and  sugar,  banana 
and  eoeoa  plantations.  Maracay,  which 
dates  from  1555.  -till  maintains  il- 
Spanish  colonial  flavor.  It-  develop- 
ment in  recent  years  was  one  ol  the 
achievements  ol  Venezuela's  long-rul- 
ing president,  Juan  Vincente  Gomez. 
The  Hotel  Jardin,  built  h\  him  to 
facilitate  large  state  panic-,  i-  the 
town-  -hon  place.  Designed  bj  a 
French  architect  in  Mgerian  style,  it 
head-  the  li-t  id  local  Gomez  projects, 
which  include  the  Opera  House,  the 
Gomez  town  residence  and  the  (ionic/. 
tomb   (erected  before  his  death  t. 

\  totall)  different  atmosphere  pre- 
vails al  Maracaibo,  Venezuela's  boom 
town.

Houston  has  passed  through  three 
economic  phases  ol  development  the 
first  based  on  lumber,  the  second  on 
cotton  ami  the  third  on  nil  ami  its 
society  i-  roughly  stratified  in  that 
order  with  the  families  who  got  there 
first  forming  the  aristocracy.  Bui 
Houston's  iliirl  attribute  i-  it-  change- 
ability. Il  now  seems  destined  to  l>e- 
,umi'  the  chemical  capital  nl  llie  nation. 
being  the  natural  shipping  ami  trading 
point  for  the  Texas  (.nil  Coast,  an  area 
prodigiously  rich  in  petroleum,  natural 
gas,  sulfur  and  salt.  One  expects  that 
new  families,  new  fortunes  will  appear, 
rising  with  dizzy  rapidity,  like  the  egg 
in  Alice  Through  the  Looking  Class 
that  passed  from  shell  to  shelf.  This  ac- 
cent on  newness  i-  contrasted  in  Galves- 
ton where  much  that  i-  old  particular- 
ly   old   Ninth      -lill   remains. 

Dallas  has  been  described  by  the 
Texan  writer,  George  Sessions  Perry, 
as  the  "Athens  of  the  alfalfa  fields."  He 
was  referring  to  thai  city's  strong  pen- 
chant for  the  cultural  amenities,  mani- 
fested in  such  institutions  as  the  Dallas 
Symphony  Orchestra,  until  recently  un- 
der the  direction  of  \ntal  Dorati.  the 
Dallas  Museum  of  Fine  \rt-  and  the 
experimental  theater  which  changes  its 
name  with  the  year — this  year  it's 
Theater  '50.

Ideas  for  building 
and  planting  your  own  small  pool

If  you  garden  in  water  one  of  your  rewards  will  include  fragrant  lilies,  unfolding 
despite  the  hottest  drought,  delicate  water  hyacinths  sending  up  a  continual 
harvest  ol  fragile,  orchid-like  blooms.  You'll  never  have  a  weed  to  pull  or  a  row 
to  hoe — nor  will  you  need  to  haul  out  the  hose  and  spray.  Let  the  temperature 
soar,  let  mid-summer  dry  spells  parch  field  and  flower — the  water  garden  re- 
mains lu^li  and  verdant.  There  is  a  world  of  surprises  in  one  small  pool:  gold 
and  blue  dragonflies  hovering  in  pairs  over  fern  fronds  while  water  bugs  (a 
minuscule  "boat"  for  each  foot),  crisscross  in  ripples  over  the  garden  pool  sur- 
face. \  -mall  black  turtle  with  striped  orange  back  suns  first  on  a  wet  rock,  then 
on  a  water  lily  pad.

Immortal  Egypt 


by  RODERICK  CAMERON 

The  folloiving  excerpts  are  irom  My  Travel's  History,  a  diary  to 
be   published   in   London    this   spring   by   Hamish    Hamilton,   Ltd. 


Dawn  sees  us  over  the  Western  desert.  We  fly  at  8000  feet 
to  avoid  the  uprushing  currents  of  hot  air.  At  this 
height  we  have  a  bird's-eye  view  of  Egypt,  and  observe  the 
oasis-like  character  of  the  country;  we  see  it  as  though  it  were 
presented  to  us  on  a  map,  a  thin  ribbon  of  green,  threaded 
through  sand,  opening  out  like  the  chalice  of  a  flower  as  it 
flows  towards  the  sea;  the  delta,  in  fact,  is  a  lotus  of  green 
fields,  the  symbol  of  Ancient  Egypt.  Above  us.  after  we  have 
landed,  wheel  the  vultures  of  the  Pharaohs,  their  outspread 
wings  taut  and  stretched  upon  the  pale  sky.  just  as  we  shall 
see  them— pinioned  as  it  were— up  against  the  heavy  slabs  of 
stone  that  serve  as  roofs  for  the  temples  of  the  Nile. 


We  spent  one  wonderful  morning  in  the  Boulac  Mu- 
seum rediscovering  its  treasures:  the  Diorite  statue  of 
Chephren,  builder  of  Giza's  second  pyramid;  the  wonderful 
statues  of  Ra-Hotep  and  his  wife  Nefert,  who,  with  their  inlaid 
eyes  of  opaque  quartz  and  rock  crystal,  gaze  out  far  beyond 
one.  staring  serenely  into  eternity;  and  the  frightening,  real- 
istic effigy  of  the  so-called  Sheik-el-Beled.  And  then  a  hurried 
trip  to  Sakkara  to  see  the  Fifth  Dynasty  Mastabas  of  Ti  and 
Ptahhotep,  their  extraordinary  reliefs,  the  wonderful  pre- 
cision of  line  charged  with  such  an  intensity  of  life  that  one 
feels  they  must  have  been  worked  with  the  fingers:  it  is  surely 
not  possible  that  this  effect  could  have  been  obtained  with 
cold  blades  of  stone.  Rhythmically  the  friezes  move  round  the 
walls;  herds  of  donkeys,  slim,  be-wigged  female  slaves  clad 
in  gauze,  dancers  attended  by  musicians,  spectators  clapping 
time  with  their  hands;  slowly,  slowly,  with  great  dignity  they 
move,  a  slow  dirge  of  death  marking  their  time,  or  is  it,  per- 
haps, the  endless  heavy  music  of  Eternity?

Roofs  and  how  to  choose  them 


mh  R  ROOF,  LIKE  THE  ii  vr  o\  YOUR  HEAD,  must  be  both  prac- 
tical and  prepossessing.  No  other  part  of  a  house  bears  the  brunt 
<>l  the  elements  more,  n<>  single  feature  i-  mure  important  to  the 
architectural  character  of  the  house.  It  must  be  soundly  weather- 
tight —  proof  against  rain,  ice,  hail,  snow  loads,  sun,  heat  and 
wind  pressure  which  assail  it  from  outside.  (It  should  also  be 
protected  from  the  heat,  humiditv  and  condensation  inside  the 
house  l>\  proper  insulation  and  ventilation.)  It  must  not  only  >nit 
the  character  of  the  house  but  enhance  it-  lines  and  looks.  \nd  it 
must  be  long-lasting  and  need  minimum  repairs  and  replacements. 
Two  main  factors  decide  the  charactei  ol  vour  roof:   (I  I   t lie  de- 


sign and  construction  and  (2)  the  material  which  covers  it.  They 
are  interdependent  and  your  choice  of  one  pretty  well  decides 
the  oilier.  For  example:  if  you  want  to  use  shingles  you  must 
have  a  sloping  roof  pitched  to  carry  off  the  rain.  (Water  could 
back  up  under  shingles  on  a  low  sloping  roof.)  You  will  need 
sturdy  roof  framing,  too,  to  support  —noli  material.  If  you  want 
a  flat  root  ol  modern  design,  however,  you  won't  l>e  able  to  use 
shingles,  'lour  roof  needs  an  over-all  waterproof  "built-up"  cov- 
ering -multiple  layers  ol  impregnated  fell  swabbed  with  hot 
asphalt.  On  these  two  pages  we  -how  von  how  two  popular

Tin.  shed  roof  has  ;l  one-waj  slope  or  pitch  and  its 
framing  is  simple.  It  allows  full  headroom  in  all 
rooms.  1.  Cornei  braces  give  rigidity  to  frame  ol  house. 
2.  Studs  form  framework  of  the  walls.  3.  Insulation  (indi- 
cated by  dark  strips)  enclose-  the  exterior  wall-  and  ceil- 
ing. There  is  ventilated  -pair  between  the  insulation  and 
the  roof,  helping  to  "'air-cool"  the  roof  for  summer  comfort. 
This  ventilated  -pace  al-o  eliminate-  condensation.  4. 
Beams  to  hold  up  ceiling  and  insulation.  5.  Plate-  in  sup- 


port the  roof  rafter-.  6.  Kafler-  which  form  the  structural 
framework  of  the  roof.  They  overhang  the  two  long  house 
walls  and  form  deep  eaves.  7.  Ventilators  are  set  into  the 
eaves  at  intervals  to  air  the  -pace  between  ceiling  and 
roof.  There  may  also  be  vent-  in  the  halt  gable-  in  tin- 
end  walls.  8.  Roof  sheathing.  9.  Roofing  material:  if  the 
root  is  low-pitched,  metal  or  built-up  roofing  (layers  of 
impregnated  felt  and  hot  asphalt  coatings)  may  be  used;

Nineteen  years  later,  having  done  so, 
she  married  Sir  Charles  Mendl,  sold  her 
decorating  business  and  embarked  on 
the  third  phase  of  her  fabulous  career: 
tliat  of  a  leading  international  hostess, 
mistress  of  the  enchanting  Villa  Tri- 
anon in  Versailles,  a  luxurious  apart- 
ment on  the  Avenue  d'lena  in  Paris 
and  an  amusing  house  in  Beverly  Hills, 
where  she  has  entertained  almost  every 
celebrity. 

As  the  wife  of  an  attache  at  the 
British  Embassy  in  Paris,  she  fulfilled 
her  social  obligations  with  the  same 
enthusiasm  and  meticulous  attention  to 
detail  that  characterized  her  decorat- 
ing activities.  She  brought  lo  it.  too, 
a  Hair  for  doing  the  talked-about  thing 
that  was  in  excess  of  diplomatic  neces- 
sity, but  which  established  her  as  the 
arch-hostess  of  the  last  three  decades. 
Her  Circus  Ball  al  the  Villa  Trianon 
evokes  from  those  who  attended  it — 
and  pity  the  poor  celebrity  who  didn't 
—the  kind  of  incredulous  admiration 
that  an  earlier  generation  experienced 
the  night  that  Boni  de  Castellane  in- 
vited  his  friends  to  dance  in  his  garden 
"in  while"  because  lie  bad  discovered 
that  the  moonlight  was  lovely. 

\i  Lady  Mendl's  ball  a  succession 
of  trapeze  artists,  satin-clad  acrobats 
and  trained  ponies  performed  through- 
out the  night,  three  orchestras  made 
continuous  music  until  dawn,  while 
guests  danced  on  an  imported  composi- 
tion Moor  inlaid  with  tiny  springs  on 
which  they  felt  they  were  floating  in  air. 

But  lavishness  alone  has  not  been 
responsible  for  Lady  Mendl's  reputa- 
tion  a-  a  hostess.  Even  before  she 
achieved  the  economic  means  for  such 
spectacles,  she  was  adept  at  party-giv- 
ing. In  New  \ork  in  the  1890's,  when 
she  shared  an  apartment  with  Miss 
Elizabeth  Marbury,  they  kept  open 
house  on  Sundays — establishing  prob- 
ably the  first  New  York  "salon"  in 
which  members  of  (he  social,  artistic 
and  political  worlds  mingled  cosily. 

Week-end  guests  at  one  of  her 
houses  are  apt  to  be  overcome  by 
their  hostess'  solicitousness.  Besides  the 
evidences  of  expert  housekeeping,  there 
are  always  special  touches.  A  guest  s 
favorite  cocktail  brought  to  his  room 
at  dressing  time,  his  fire  burning  at 
bedtime.  Food  is  always  well  served, 
plates  which  should  be  hot  being  in- 
variably hot,  and  glasses,  as  Lady 
Mendl  puts  it — "cold,  cold,  cold." 


The    fete-like    atmosphere    wine 
has  frequently  colored  her  life  at  Ve 
sailles  bears  a  superficial  resemblanc 
to  that  of  another  lady  formerly  livin 
in  the  vicinity.

Of  her  various  homes,  the  Par 
apartment  on  the  Avenue  d'lena,  wliic 
she  decorated  before  her  marriage  t 
Sir  Charles,  best  represents  the  luxur 
ous  side  of  her  taste.  Here  she  indulge 
to  the  hkt  her  love  for  magnifier! 
parquets  and  boiseries,  for  porcelain 
lacquers,  brocades  and,  above  all,  mi 
rors.  Llere  she  created  a  bathroom  < 
such  fame  thai  she  eventually  took  I 
serving  after-dinner  coffee  in  it  (f( 
ladies  only).  Its  sensational  compr 
nents  were  a  low  couch  covered  in  zebi 
skin  running  along  one  side  of  th 
room,  electric  light  fixtures  of  mothe 
of-pearl  designed  as  oyster  shells, 
rug  of  white  velvet  and  white  orchid 
decorating  the  mantel,  tables  and  tu) 

That  she  served  coffee  in  so  inr 
mate  a  place  is  typical  of  a  woma 
whose  predominant  personal  characte 
istie  is  her  intense  femininity.  Despij 
the  shrewdness,  aggressiveness  anj 
stubbornness  that  have  made  possib| 
her  successes,  she  emanates  an  aura  « 
femininity  wherever  she  goes;  and  lil 
all  of  the  great  feminists  of  history,  si* 
always  travels  with  the  means  to  extei 
this  aura  to  even  ihe  most  temporal 
surroundings.  Her  cabin  in  a  ship 
her  compartment  in  a  train  is  immed 
alely  transformed  with  flowers,  photl 
graphs,  satin  cushions  and  a  sal 
coverlet.  When  she  arrives  al  a  N 
York  hotel,  not  only  is  her  suite  fill* 
with  flowers  but  its  appearance  is  coi 
pletely  altered  with  carpets,  paintin] 
and  petit  point  chairs  often  lent  to  hi 
by  decorator  friends.

hardly  ideal.  The  dormers  which  must 
he  built  into  the  roof  to  light  them  do 
not  give  the  best  possible  light.

Types  of  roofing  material 

\  wide  choice  nl  materials  is  available 
today  for  your  house  roof.

SHINGLES 

Shingles  provide  a  roof  covering  made 
up  of  a  multitude  of  small  units.  The) 
are  laid  in  rows  with  each  succeeding 
row  overlapping  the  under  one  to  keep 
oul  water.  The  joints  between  the 
shingles  are  staggered  in  each  suci  eed 
ing  row.  too,  for  the  same  reason.  How 
much  ot  the  shingle  length  is  exposed 
to  the  weather  depends  on  how  steepl) 
pitched  the  roof  is  and  how  long  the 
-hingles  are.  Generally,  more  shingle 
can  he  expos,,!  on  high,  sloping  roofs 
because  water  runs  down  them  speed- 
il\.  is  less  able  to  get  into  the  joints 
than  il  is  on  slight  slopes.  Shingles  are 
noi  advisable,  therefore,  for  any  verj 
low-pitched  roof.  Proper  placing  and 
nailing  down  of  the  shingle  are  of  prime 
importance  with  this  kind  of  roofing 
material:  the  whole  rool  is  only  as 
weathertighl  as  each  individual  shingle. 
Today  new  devices  offer  better  nailing 
methods,    longer-lived    nails. 

WOOD  SHINGLES.  Attractive  textures 
and  tones  that  improve  as  they  weather 
are  qualities  of  the  wood  shingle.  Ol 
durable  cedar,  cypress,  redwood  and 
oilier  woods,  they  can  be  had  in  natural 
wood  color  or  stained.  They  can  also  be 
stained  to  fit  a  color  scheme.  The 
hand-split  \ariely  (sometimes  called 
"shakes*')  are  larger,  rougher-textured,

_|_oi     may    balk  at  the  hour  your  husband   get*   up   to  go  fishing;  you  i 
heg  for  one  of  his  precious  flies  to  feather  your  hat;  you  may  even  think 
a  reel  is  something  which  used  to  be  danced  in  Virginia.  But  don't  turn  fis]  | 
and  dampen  his  hour  of  jubilation  when,  at  last,  he  brings  home  a  beat 
catch.  There  are  several  things  that  have  to  be  attended  to  when  the  catch  c 
home.  First,  the  fish  must  he  cleaned.  Such  tools  as  a  saw-tooth  knife,  aens 
board,  an  old  table  on  the  back  porch  and  a  bunch  of  newspapers  will  facL 
matters.  The  fish  must  also  be  thoroughly  washed   and   stored   in  a  cool  p 
preferably  the  refrigerator. 


Three-  to  five-pound  fish  are  best 
for  baking.  It  is  a  matter  of  personal 
preference  whether  the  head  and  tail 
arc  left  on  or  removed.  Small  fish  are 
generally  left  whole  for  frying  and 
those  in  the  two-to-three-pound  class 
can  be  boned  and  split  for  broiling, 
large  fidi  may  be  cut  into  steaks  for 
broiling  or  -learned  whole.  If  the  bones 
are  bothersome,  try  filleting  those 
weighing  a  pound  or  more.

TIPS  ON   COOKING 

Frying  or  sauteing.  Most  of  the  fisher- 
men 1  have  known  prefer  white  corn- 
meal  as  a  breading  for  fish.  Wipe  fish 
thoroughly,  dip  in  cornmeal.  then  in 
egg  and  again  in  cornmeal.  Season  and 
fry  in  butter  (preferably),  olive  oil, 
vegetable  oil  or  try  out  sliced  fat  salt 
pork,  remove  scraps  and  saute  in  fat. 

linking.  Lean  fish  have  a  tendency  to 
dry  out.  especially  the  large  ones  which 
require  considerable  cooking  time.  To 
keep  fish  moist,  either  stuff  or  wrap  it  in 
bacon  strips  fastened  with  toothpicks. 

Steaming.  This  is  preferable  to  boiling 
as  none  of  the  flavor  is  lost.  A  pressure 
cooker  is  extremely  convenient  for 
steaming.  Salt  the  fish  liberally,  wrap 


in  cheesecloth,  place  on  rack.  Cot 
pressure-cooker  chart  for  cooking  t 
Broiling.  Small  fish  may  be  arc. 
without  being  split.  Larger  fish,  i 
as  bluefish  or  shad,  should  be  i 
down  the  back  and  broiled  open.  ( 
salmon  and  halibut  steaks  shouk 
about  one  inch  thick.  Dot  lean  fish 
butter  and  baste  during  broiling.

2-3  strips  bacon 

3  eggs 

Vi  tsp.  salt 

1  t>p.  sugar

2  cups  rich  milk 

Cut  tit*-  bacon  inlo  small  strips  and 
lr\  until  crisp.  Drain,  retaining  the  fat. 
Beat  the  egg-,  thoroughly,  add  the  dry 
ingredients  and  the  milk  and  then 
measure  in  1  tablespoonfuls  of  the 
bacon  fat.  \dd  the  crisp  bacon  bits. 
Cook  in  \ei\  thin  pancakes  on  an  un- 
greased  griddle.  Serve  with  lingon- 
perrj  sauce. 

There  are  two  more  members  of 
the  pancake  family  which  are  so  well 
known  thai  tlie\  should  really  be  in- 
cluded in  your  repertoire— the  tortilla 
and  the  crepe  Suzette.  The  tortilla  is 
the  ultimate  in  simplicity  —  1  cup  of 
boiling  water  stirred  slowly  into  1  cup 
of  yellow  cornmeal,  and  I  teaspoon  salt 
added.  ( lool,  shape  inlo  very  thin  cakes, 
and  bake  on  an  ungreased  griddle.  Its 
simplicity  is  deceiving,  however,  for  the 
tortilla  ha^  a  tendency  to  fall  apart  and 
generally  misbehave  unless  one  handles 
il  with  a  practiced  tui^t.  The  Irue  Mex- 
ican, upon  being  questioned  a^  to  the 


making  of  tortillas,  generally  regards 
the  questioner  with  a  quizzical  look 
and  advises  him  to  buy  his  tortillas 
from  a  Mexican  who  knows  his  busi- 
ness. I  believe  that  I  would  do  like- 
wise. 

Crepes  Suzette  are  an  entirely 
different  matter — I  expect  that  more 
word-  have  been  written  about  their 
origin,  development  and  present-day 
perfection  than  about  any  other  dish. 
There  are  hundreds  of  variations  upon 
the  original  dish,  but  this  rather  sim- 
ple formula  will  produce  a  <repe  of 
which  you  may  be  proud,  and  a  sauce 
which  your  guests  will  remember. 

CREPES  SUZETTE 

2  eggs,  separated 

1  cup  sifted  pastry  flour 

1  cup  milk 

Vi   tsp.  salt 

1   llisp.  sugar 

1  tbsp.  ihick  cream 

2  tbsps.  melted  butter 

Make  a  batter  in  the  usual  manner, 
w  hipping  the  egg  whites  separately  and 
adding  them  last  of  all.  The  batter 
should  be  very  thin.  Set  aside  to  rest 
for  an  hour  or  two.  Use  a  six-inch  pan, 
have  it  \er\  hot  and  move  quickly  once 
you  -tart  baking  the  crepes.  Brush  the 
bottom  of  the  pan  with  a  pastry  brush 
dipped  in  melted  butter,  pour  in  a  lit- 
tle ol  tin-  batter,  tipping  the  pan  so  that 
the  bailer  runs  to  the  very  edge-  and 
leave-  the  cake  very  thin.  Turn  over  as 

- i  a-  the  cake  swells.  Brown  on  the 

other  -ide.  Some  cook-  insist  that  the 
rrepe  should  not  be  browned;  il  should 
merely  be  cooked.  The  browned  ones, 
however,  taste  very  much  better,  in  my 
opinion.  Now  for  the  sauce — if  you 
po^esv  a  small  alcohol  burner  and  a 
shiny  pan  >o  that  this  may  be  done  al 
table,  you  will  add  greatly  to  your  repu- 
talion.  Melt  1  -lick  sweet  butter,  add 
4  cubes  liar  sugar  and  the  grated  rind 
ol  I  orange  and  1  lemon.  When  the 
butter  ha-  melted,  add  1  shot  glass  each 
of  brandy.  Curasao  and  Cointreau. 
told  the  hot  crepes  in  four,  sprinkle 
with  powdered  sugar  and  place  them 
in  the  sauce.  Touch  a  match  lo  the  mix- 
ture and  lei  it  burn,  spooning  it  up  over 
the  pancakes  and  turning  the  pancakes 
themselves,  until  each  one  is  nicely 
browned  and  saturated  with  the  sauce. 
Fold  and  serve  on  very  hot  plates, 
with  the  reduced  sauce  spooned  over 
them.

Trans- 
planting from  flats  i-  riskier  because 
you  can't  help  cutting  some  of  the 
roots,  whereas  you  simply  knock  plants 
from  pots  without  disturbing  the  roots. 

Before  buying  anything,  however, 
plan  your  planting  campaign.

and  its  Oriental  counterpart.  C.  I.oiisa. 
Tee  seldom  seen  i-  our  native  fringe 
tree.  Chionanthus  virginicus.  In  May 
or  early  June.  tHis  irregular-shaped 
tree  bears  its  panicles  ol  white  flow- 
ers, each  made  up  of  four  slim  petals, 
hut  from  a  distance  the  effect  i^ 
definitely  that  of  white  fringe.  Vnother 
lovely  native  reaching  about  the  -nnr 
height,  20',  i~  the  silverhell.  Halesia 
Carolina.  In  clusters  of  hanging,  bell- 
like flowers  bloom  in  Maj  in  the  New 
i  cm  k  area,  almost  the  same  week  a*  the 
flowering  dogwoods. 

The  flowering  crahapples  are  a 
subject  in  themselves.  ( See  I  loi  SE  & 
Gardi  \.  Januarj  1949).  The  double- 
flowering  Bechtel's  crab  ha~  a  shape 
similar  to  our  regular  apple  tree,  is 
covered  with  blush-pink  flowers  re- 
sembling small  roses  in  late  May.  Both 
of  these  are  subject  lo  cedai  apple  rusl 
and  should  nol  be  planted  anywhere 
near  reel  cedar-.  Among  the  Oriental 
(lowering  crahapples:  and  their  hybrids, 
there  is  a  flower  color  range  from  the 
pure  while  of  the  culleal  crab,  Mnlus 
toringoides,  to  the  deep  rose  ol  the  ear- 
mine  crab,  '/.  atrosangninea.  Willi 
careful  choices,  yoll  can  extend  the 
blooming  period  from  earh  lo  late  Ma) 


in  the  New  York  area.  Or  you  may  wish 
to  have  one  very  floriferous,  beautiful 
specimen  such  as  ,1/.  floribunda,  the 
Japanese  flowering  crab. 

Cherries,  plums  and  peaches  all 
belong  to  the  genus  Primus.  They  come 
into  bloom  a  few  week-  ahead  of  the 
crahapples,  though  the  late-i  to 
bloom  -some  of  the  Japanese  varieties 
— will  be  blooming  when  the  first  of  the 
crahapples  -lart.  The  earliest  of  the 
cherries  lo  (lower  is  P.  sargenti,  the 
hardiest,  tallest  anil  most  vigorous  of 
the  Oriental  cherries.  Named  for  Pro- 
fessor  Charles  Sprague  Sargent,  first 
director  ot  the  Arnold  \i  boretum.  one 
specimen  planted  there  in  the  'nineties 
i-  about  .">()'  tall.  It  will  reach  30'  in 
a-  many  year-.  The  best  way  to  learn 
the  difference--  in  the  many  line  cher- 
ries i-  to  study  them  when  they  bloom, 
well-labeled,  in  a  nursery  or  arboretum 
collection.  Or.  if  you  are  after  a  partic- 
ular color  and  shape,  vi-il  the  nursery 
during  blooming  time,  tag  your  tree 
and  have  ii  transplanted  in  the  early 
(all  or  \er\  earl)  spring. 

For  information  on  nurseries 
which  have  these  trees,  write  in  House 
cV:  Garden  s  Reader  Servit  e. 
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all  summer  but  enjoy  the  pool.  You 
can  trim  the  old  yellow  ing  1 1 1 \  pads, 
and  remove  fading  lily  bloom-  a 
pleasant])  cool  and  refreshing  occupa- 
tion for  warm  days.

\\  ben  the  cold  weather  come-  the  fish 
retire  to  the  bottom,  out  of  sight  until 


spring  -un  warms  the  water  and  they 
return  to  the  surface  again. 

A  pool  about  eight  b\  five  feel  will 
lake  care  ol  two  water  lilies,  or  one 
lil>  and  one  lotus,  three  water  poppies, 
-i\  water  snowflakes,  two  water  hya- 
cinths,  a  primrose  willow,  one  dozen 
Anacharis,  1(1  to  2(1  fi-h.  any  number  of 
snails,  two  or  three  water  lizards,  a  few 
frogs  and  as  man)   turtles  as  you  like.

In  the  |>a>t  decade,  garden  chemicals  have  increased  by  tre- 
mendous numbers  compared  with  their  slow  advance  duiing 
the  previous  century.  Before  1940  less  than  a  dozen  materials, 
sold  under  relatively  few  well  known  brand  names,  were  in  com- 
mon use.  Today  the  active  chemicals  number  more  than  a  hundred 
and  are  sold,  alone  or  in  combinations,  under  several  thousand 
proprietary  names. 

These  new  chemicals  arc  specific,  doing  an  excellent  job 
against  one  insect  or  fungus  but  not  touching  another  which  may 
he  in  the  same  category.  Since  neither  dealer  nor  buyer  can  pos- 
sibly remember  what  all  the  trade  names  stand  lor.  the  line  print 
on  the  label  which  specifies  percentages  of  ingredients  and  in- 
clude- instructions  and  precautions,  is  very  important.  So  read 
) our  labels  cm efull) . 

Follow  these  directions  with  care,  though  even  they  are  no 
guarantee  against  plant  injury.  A  chemical,  sale  in  some  circum- 
stances, may  be  quite  unsafe  under  different  conditions  oi  tem- 
perature, humidity  and  soil  moisture:  it  may  be  nontoxic  to  some 
plants  and  injurious  to  others;  this  phytotoxicity,  or  degree  of 
plant  poisoning,  varies  with  the  varieties  ol  plants  as  well  as 
with  the  different  species.  In  the  last  analysis,  it  becomes  a  trial- 
and-error  performance  where  each  gardener  balances  the  ef- 
ficiency of  new  materials  against  his  familiar  old  compounds. 
In  the  calendar  on  page  200.  both  the  older  and  some  of  the  newer 
compound  ,  which  this  author  has  tested,  are  given. 

Many  of  the  combination  sprays  and  dust-  sold  in  1950  by 
seed  dealers  and  nurserymen  will  contain  one  or  more  new  chem- 
icals. Some  will  be  satisfactory  for  your  plant  species  and  loca- 
tions ami  others  will  not.  For  future  reference,  it  will  help  you 
to  keep  a  record  of  all  materials  used,  the  dilution,  the  weather 
at  the  time  oi  each  application  and  the  appearance  of  flowers 
and  roliage  a  couple  of  days  alter  application.  From  this  record 
you  will  be  able  to  tell  which  of  the  products  are  best  suited  to 
your  local  conditions  and  particular  plants.

)X  ell-established  concerns,  national  in 
scope,  have  the  advantage  here. 

In  -electing  an  outfit,  you  will  un- 
doubtedly have  one  operation  that  is 
mo?t  important  and  will  require  the 
majority  of  the  tractor's  time.  Select 
the  tractor  that  suits  this  purpose  best. 
It  i-  not  reasonable  to  expect  one  gener- 
al purpose  tractor  to  perform  all  opera- 
tion- w ith  the  same  efficiency.  If  a  small 
tractor  satisfies  the  majority  of  -work 
to  be  done,  it  may  be  desirable  to  hire 
heavy  duty  work  to  be  done  by  some- 
one with  a  machine  with  more  power. 
A  heavy  expensive  machine  may  prove 
too  bulky  or  difficult  to  operate  in  close 
quarter?,  and  too  inefficient  for  light 
work.  Too  light  a  machine  may  be 
operated  for  long  periods  at  maximum 
load,  but  eventually  tin?  will  shorten 
the  life  of  the  engine. 

The  power  unit  should  not  be  con- 
sidered by  itself,  but  rather  in  conjunc- 
tion with  it-  integral  equipment  which 
actualh  performs  the  work.  Mounted 
implements  such  as  plow-,  cultivators. 
mower-,  etc.,  should  be  designed  a-  part 
of  the  tractor  itself;  gi\ing  the  outfit 
balance,  ease  of  guidance,  crop  clear- 
ance ease  of  regulation  and  adjustment 
in  operation,  good  vi-ion  for  the  opera- 
tor, ease  in  turning  and  in  backing  up. 
and.  \rr\  important,  a  quick.  ea-\ 
change  from  one  implement  to  another. 
Tlii-  i-  simple  on  some  tractor-,  yet 
time-consuming  on  other-.  A  simple 
kingpin  or  a  wing  nut  and  clamp  allow 
a  quick  change  without  aid  of  wrenches. 

All  of  the  operations  listed  above 
can  be  performed  in  some  degree  b) 
tractor-  having  a-  little  as  l1-  horse- 
power, but  the  rate  anil  quality  of  work 
accomplished  varies  considerably  wit 
the  amount  of  power.  Traditionally, 
traitor-  of  less  than  1(1  horsepower 
have  been  called  garden  tractor?  and 
may  be  classified  a-  riding  model-,  con- 
ventional model-  and  rotary  tiller?. 
RIDING  MODELS  are  of  three  types: 
standard  four-wheel,  tricycle  and  crawl- 
er. The\  do  not  include  two-wheel 
garden  tractor-  that  may  have  riding 
carl  attachment-.  Typical  of  all  garden 
tractor-  is  the  use  of  one-  or  two-cylin- 
dei   air-cooled  engine-. 

Some  of  the  larger  standard  four- 
wheel  riding  models  are  closely  pat- 
terned on  the  larger  farm  tractor?  and 
do  have  a  place  on  large  farms  as  well 
in  performing  a  multitude  of  light 
chore-  and  field  operation-  that  require 
little  drawbar  power.  On  estate?  they 
work  well  with  triple  gang  lawn  mow- 
ers, sickle  mowers  for  cutting  weeds 
ami  overgrown  grass,  lawn  rollers:  and 
the)  are  quite  useful  for  light  grading 
and  general  landscape  work.  They  pull 
from  7"  to  10"  moldboard  plows,  usual- 
1)  -ingle  row  cultivators;  other  imple- 
ments are  sized  according  to  the  power 
which  is  available. 

Some  farmers  and  gardeners  pre- 
fer the  tricycle  type  for  multiple-row 
crop  operation  in  planting  and  cul- 
tivating. It  may  use  a  front  dual  wheel 
or  the  rear  wheels  for  traction.  \-  a

caterpillars,  worms  and  beetles.  Con- 
tact insecticides  are  for  those  insects 
and  mites  that  pierce  plant  parts  and 
suck  the  juice  within.  Aphids  are  com- 
mon sucking  insects.  Some  chemicals 
act  on  both  types  and  there  are  a  few 
which  are  also  volatile,  and  have  a 
fumigant  action. 

Most  insecticides  are  formulated 
as  emulsion^  in  an  oil  base,  some  as 
wettable  powders  for  spraying,  others 
as  dusts.  Sometimes  plant  injury  at- 
tributed to  the  active  chemical  is  ac- 
tually due  to  the  oil  used  for  the  emul- 
sion or  the  "inert'"  ingredient  used  in 
formulating  the  powder  or  dust.  Hence 
different  brands  of  the  same  chemical 
may  vary  in  performance. 

FUNGICIDES.  Chemicals  for  the  control 
of  fungi  and  bacteria  have  increased 
nearly  as  rapidly  as  insecticides.  \  start 
has  been  made  at  coining  short  common 
names  to  replace  the  jaw-breaking, 
complicated  chemical  compound  names. 
These  are  u^ed  iii  the  calendar  below. 

My  own  plant  doctoring  is  on  the 
conservative  side.  I  check  new  chemi- 
cals for  a  year  or  two  in  my  own  gar- 
den before  using  them  for  clients.  Sani- 
tary measures  are  considered  as  im- 
portant as  spraying. 

Since  roses  require  weekl)  treat- 
ment throughout  the  season,  my  sched- 
ule is  built  around  that.  Continuous 
testing  of  new  materials  at  home  has 
given  me  no  reason  to  depart  from  the 
well  known  Tri-ogen.  three-in-one  spray, 


used  for  many  years.  Since  it  contains 
lead  arsenate,  rotenone,  pyrethrum, 
copper  and  Fermate  ( Ferbam) ,  it  saves 
time  and  money  to  use  it  when  made 
up  for  roses,  also  on  plants  which  may 
require  any  one  of  these  ingredients. 
It  goes  on  forget-me-nots  for  flea 
beetles,  helenium  for  snout  beetles, 
chrysanthemums  for  aphids  and  on 
phlox,  lilacs,  zinnias,  etc.,  for  powdery 
mildew.  It  does  not  control  hollyhock 
rust,  cyclamen  mites  or  red  spiders 
and  does  only  a  fair  job  for  leaf  spots 
on  laurel  and  Boston  ivy,  so  that  spe- 
cial mixtures  are  used  if  these  troubles 
are  present.

Dust  chrysanthemums  and  other 
plants  with  rotenone  for  four-lined 
plant  bugs  and  spittlebugs.  Spray  roses, 
including  ramblers,  for  mildew,  then 
mulch  them.  Spraj  delphinium,  haw- 
thorn, laurel,  etc.,  as  previously. 

Fourth  week.  When  gladiolus  are  6 
inches  high,  skirl  spraying  with  DDT 
lor  thrips.  If  lace  bugs  are  hatching, 
spraj  azaleas,  rhododendron,  laurel, 
pieris  and  hawthorn  uiili  nicotine  sul- 
fate (Black  Leaf  40)  and  soap.  Break 
off  any  tips  of  small  pines  infested  with 
shoot  mollis.  Spray  roses. 

JUNE 
First  week.  Have  elms  and  willows 
sprayed  by  a  trained  arborisl  for  leaf 
beetles.  Spray  hawthorn,  laurel  and  ivy 
again  for  leaf  spots,  and  lilies  for  Botry- 
tis  blight.  Add  DDT  to  Tri-ogen  rose 
-pray  if  midge,  thrips  or  chafers  are 
serious;  add  TEPP  it  red  spiders  are 
numerous  (note  warnings  above  on 
the  subject  of  TEPP  I. 

Second  week.  Treat  lawns  with  a  DDT- 
Chlordan  mixture  for  chinch  bugs. 
Chlordan  is  a  chlorinated  hydrocarbon 
which  acts  as  a  fumigant,  stomach  and 
contact  poison  and  is  a  specific  for  ants, 
beetle  grubs,  chinch  liu^s  and  grass- 
hoppers. Ji  is  also  promising  a^  a  foliage 
spraj  for  gladiolus  thrips  and  oilier  in- 
sects. For  grubs  and  chinch  bugs  in 
turf,  5   pounds  of  5   per  cent    dusl    is 


recommended  per  1000  square  feet. 
The  dosage  for  ants  is  's  teaspoon  wet- 
table  powder  per  hill,  well  watered 
in,  or  a  water  suspension  sprayed  over 
turf  at  the  rate  of  4  ounces  Chlor- 
dan per  1000  square  feel.  This  latter 
poured  around  the  base  of  chrysan- 
themums controls  root  aphids  tended 
by  ants. 

Use  the  all-purpose  rose  spray  on 
phlox  for  mildew,  and  on  chrysanthe- 
mums, golden  glow,  larkspur,  etc.,  as 
protection  against  aphids. 

Third  week.  Spray  trees  or  shrubs  «ilh 
lead  arsenate  to  control  bagworms. 
Divide  iris,  disinfect  and  dry  in  sun  be- 
fore replanting.  The  standard  old  dis- 
infectant is  mercuric  chloride,  used  al 
a  I  to  1000  dilution  for  treating  iris 
rhizomes  or  stopping  the  spread  of 
crown  rot.  To  stop  crown  rot  on  del- 
phinium, iris,  ajuga  and  other  plants. 
remove  infected  plants  and  pour 
the  mercuric  chloride  solution  into 
hole  and  over  crowns  ,,(  surrounding 
plants. 

Mercun  compounds  are  poisonous 
and  should  be  handled  with  care. 
\inoiig  the  more  recent  ones  are  the 
new  organics  such  a-  Puratized,  an 
eradicani  apple  scab  spray;  P.M.A.S. 
for  brown  patch  in  lawn-  and  other 
phenyl  mercuries. 

Spray  your  rose-,  \pply  special 
spray  to  shrubs  for  Japanese  beetles,

For  the  past  130  years.  American  handmade  glass  has  been  produced  continu- 
ously in  the  region  which  is  now  the  center  of  the  industry:  Ohio,  Indiana,  Penn- 
sylvania and  West  Virginia.

Elsie  Di.  WOLFE  put  cliinty.es  into  American  living 
rooms.  Today  we  cannot  live  without  cottons 
in  every  room.  Moving  witli  the  times,  they  give 
decoration  a  constant  change  of  pace. 

This  year's  cottons  have  the  fashion  look.  Some 
of  them  (page  132)  you  will  buy  in  dress  goods  de- 
partments  and  use  at  your  windows.  Dress  designers 
are  bound  to  borrow  others  from  decorators.  Your 
living  room  may  well  wear  the  same  colors  you  wear. 

Give  your  living  room  (or  bedroom)  one  cotton 
wall,  hanging  a  print  high,  wide  and  handsome,  from 
ceiling  to  floor,  wall  to  wall.  It  needn't  be  lined;  it 
needn't  be  on  the  window  wall.  Remember  that  there 
is  really  no  saturation  point  for  a  good  design.  So 
don  t  hesitate  to  repeat  it.  or  a  print  planned  to  go  with 
it.   for  slip  covers.    (Then   wear   it.  too,  if  you  like.) 

Pick  prints  that  aie  neat  and  tidy:  plane  geometry 
like  stripes  and  polka  dots,  well-scaled  botanical 
themes  or  swags.  These,  with  their  orderly  arrange- 
ment, will  involve  a  minimum  of  waste  as  slip  covers. 
Large  designs  are  invariably  a  problem  to  cut. 

Give  thought  to  texture  when  you  shop  for  cottons. 
The  number  and  types  of  finishes  are  infinite.  Some 
have  glossy,  iced  surfaces,  cool  to  the  eye.  cool  to  the 
touch.  No  du^t  collectors  they.  If  your  taste  turns 
toward  traditionalism,  consider  the  cottons  with  the 
line,  hand-loomed  look  of  linen.  But  if  your  house  is 
modern,  your  life  spur-of-the-moment,  denim  or  mat- 
in-- ticking  or  toweling  is  lor  you.  If  you  enjoy  your 
-hai<  of  luxury  as  much  in  summer  as  in  winter,  you 
can  have  it  in  cotton  (and  at  cotton  prices).  There  are 
cotton  prints  garnished  with  gold  or  silver  threads 
and  you  can  buy  many  cottons  by  the  yard,  ready 
quilted  in  herringbone  or  diamond  or  vermicelli  de- 
signs. Translucent  cottons,  thin  as  silk,  and  wonderful 
unlined  at  windows,  heavy  cottons  like  sailcloth,  are 
equally  washable  and  equally  agreeably  priced. 

Use  cottons  bravely.  They  won't  unbalance  your 
budget.  They  will  give  you  top  la-hion  and.  because 
they    launder,    an    easv-going    light-hearted    summer.

The  Greenhalghs  took  title  to  the  original  400 
acres  in  1936.  later  added  about  600  acres. 
Sine,  theirs  is  primarilj  a  horse  farm  devoted  to 
raising  thoroughbred  stock  for  racing  and  show 
purposes,  about  350  acres  of  permanent  pasturage 
had   to  be  conditioned   for   grazing.  This  was  a 
major  task,  for  the  farm  was  run-down,  its  min- 
erals depleted.   Many  of  the  upland  fields  were 
.ashed    and    eroded    by    gully    washouts.    Tests 
showed  that   the  land  could  only  produce  about

When  spring  lias  laded  into  summei  and  with  ii  the  brillianl 
verdure  ol  the  garden  and  its  host  ol  spring  flowers,  yout 
house  and  garden  ma>  benefil  from  tin-  color  i li< -  gladiolus  oro- 
vides.  In  August,  when  even  humans  will,  a  freshly  opened  spike 
"I  gladiolus  can  lie  a--  crisp  and  perl  and  fresh  as  a  starched  col 
lull  dress.  \\  h.ii  is  more,  each  day  brings  the  opening  of  fresh 
(lowers  to  replace  fading  ones  and  thereb)  gives  you  continual 
bloom  for  as  long  as  a  week  on  each  individual  spike.  \<>i  only 
is  the  gladiolus  most  highly  regarded  by  all  florists  but  affection 
for  ii  amounts  almosl  to  a  mania  with  gladiolus  hobbyists.  Hun- 
dreds  ol  them  have  become  hybridists  and  their  diligent  work 
during  the  pasi  two  decades  has  added  material!)  to  the  beaut) 
and  development  ol  these  flowers.

The  gladiolus  is 
now  remarkable  among  garden  (lowers  for  its  beautiful  (dear 
colors  thai  include  practically  every  hue.  tint  and  shade  ol  the 
spectrum  except  a  true  blue.  They  are  agreeable  flowers  in  the 
house  and  s(,  varied  you  will  like  them  in  every  room.  \\  hen  most 
oi  the  florets  have  bloomed,  von  may  cut  the  tip^  off  and  place 
them  in  a  Hal  bowl  to  form  a  very  attractive  centerpiece  for  the 
table.  The  long-lasting  qualities  of  the  gladiolus  commend  ii  to 
gardeners,  llorists  and  their  customers.  Anybody  can  grow  gladi- 
olus. The  purchase  ol  good  bulbs  and  a  little  care  in  planting, 
followed  by  some  precaution  against  thrips,  will  induce  a  crop 
ol  magnificent  bloom.  Staggered  planting  dates  will  give  you  a 
succession  of  flowers  that  will  last  until  the  fall  adds  another 
spurt  of  lite  and  colour  to  your  garden.

i  you  are  a  this  year  s  bride  with  a  new  place  in  the  coun- 
try or  a  spot  nl  ground  in  town,  the  chances  are  that  you 
won't  have  had  a  moment  to  think  about  your  garden  until 
you  actually  move  to  your  new  address.  This  is  the  ideal  time 
to  try  annuals,  especially  if  you  sow  their  seeds  directly  on 
the  spot  where  the  flowers  are  to  grow.  Many  of  them  thrive 
in  spite  ut  neglect,  but  with  a  small  amount  of  care  and 
thought  they  all  grow  furiously.  Annuals  flourish  among  per- 
ennials. They  border  walks,  make  a  foreground  to  shrubs  and 
cover  the  ground  where  spring  bulbs  have  flowered.  P>ul  besl 
of  all  is  a  garden  of  annuals  alone.  You  start  by  turning  over 
a  new  leaf — as  on  New  \  ear's  Day.  As  no  set  pattern  of  plants 
from  previous  years  limits  you.  vmir  plan  and  arrangement 
can  be  entirely  different  every  year.  Annuals  are  quick  to 
grow,  quick  to  flower.  You  want  a  garden  one  day.  you  buy 
ii  the  next  and  plant  it  the  next.  In  a  week  or  two  sprouts 
push  up  everywhere.  Soon  the  first  blooms  open — and  in  what 
seems  like  no  time  at  all  you  have  masses  of  flowers.  It's  a 
short  life  but  a  merry  one  for  the  annual.  These  are  the  plants 
that  give  their  all  as  last  and  generously  as  possible  in  order 
to  produce,  in  a  single  season  of  life,  enough  bloom,  and  sub- 
sequently seed,  in  insure  the  future  of  the  particular  species. 
Annuals  flower  constantly  from  spring  to  thanksgiving.  A 
few  varieties  even  defy  the  earliest  trusts.  They  have  almost 
everything  to  be  desired  in  plants  such  as  an  assortment  of 
colors,  forms,  fragrances,  heights,  textures.  Not  only  do  they 
make  the  easiest  and  quickest  garden  but  the  least  expensive. 
A  few  dollars   plant  a  space  (Continued  on  page  221)

You  are  laced  with  twin  problems  in  selecting  materials  for 
your  house  walls:  how  well  they  strike  the  eye  and  how  well 
they  withstand  the  elements  are  equally  important.  Up  to  now  these 
monthly  articles  have  been  mostly  concerned  with  structure  alone — 
with  the  durable  construction  of  the  foundations  and  framework 
which  form  the  bones  oi  the  house.  Wall  materials,  however,  enclos- 
ing these  bones,  must  be  good-looking  as  well  as  soundly  applied  if 
you  really  want  the  best  house  for  your  money.  Their  character,  color, 
texture,  shape,  size  and  scale  do  much  to  determine  the  appearance 
of  the  house  you  may  live  in  and  look  at  for  the  rest  of  your  life.  Con- 
sider color  carefully-  -not  just  paint  schemes  but  the  variations  possi- 
ble in  brick  and  stone,  in  stains  and  natural  wood  tones.  Be  aware 
of  texture — of  the  many  pleasing  patterns  that  are  possible  with  vari- 
ous shingles,  stonework,  brick  and  plywood  panels  and  of  ways  in 
which  they  are  combined  and  contrasted.  Think  of  scale — of  the  size 
of  boards,  stonework  or  concrete  block  in  relation  to  the  height  or 
breadth  of  the  house.  Consider  well  bow  different  wall  materials  mix 
together  and  how  they  get  along  with  the  materials  you  use  on  the  roof. 
Give  equal  attention  also  to  the  practical  values  of  wall  mate- 
rials, to  their  strong  points  and  drawbacks.  Our  March  article,  "Your 
house  is  no  better  than  its  framework,"  explained  the  two  kinds  of 
wall  construction  for  houses  -frame  and  masonry.  On  the  first  you 
can  use  wood  siding,  shingles,  plywood  or  fiber-board  panels,  metal, 
asbestos  and  asphalt  composition  materials  as  an  exterior,  surfacing 
material.  You  can  also  use  brick  and  stone  veneer  or  a  stucco  veneer. 
Masonry  construction — solid  brick,  stone,  hollow  tile  and  concrete 
block  -forms  both  the  structural  wall  and  the  surface  finish.  Here 
are  characteristics  and  qualities  of  all  these  materials: 
wood:  Shingles,  plywoods  and  many  kinds      (Continued  on  page  160)

You,  like  everyone  who  has  a  flower  garden,  are  undouhteilly  looking  forai 
extra  spla-h  of  color.   Wild  flower?  will  gi\e  it  to  you  and  they  can  he  grow 
in  your  garden,  [t's  merely  a  malter  of  knowing  which  flower-  to  -elect,  when  it 
trans-plant   them,  how  and   where  to  place  them   in   relation  to  the  resl   ol 
garden   and   the  conditions   fa\orahle   to   their  growth.   When   you    masti  i 
facts,  you  can  mow  almost  any  wild  flower  right  in  your  own  hack  yard,  ace  o 
lo  Dr.  I'.  1..  Ricker.  retired  Department  of    Agriculture  botanist  ami  president! 
the  Wild  Flower  Preservation  Society. 


The  rule*  fur  transplanting  are 
simple,  but  first  there  are  two  important 
"don't-":  don't  select  a  wild  flower 
which  requires  an  acid  soil  and  don't 
try  to  transplant  any  flower  while  it  is 
in  bloom.  The  acid-oil  lovers — such 
common  flowers  as  trailing  arbutus, 
pink  ladyslipper,  birdfoot  violet,  wild 
lupine,  azaleas  and  rhododendron — can 
lie  grown,  if  at  all.  only  after  elaborate 
preparation-.  Even  the  experts  have 
trouble  with  some  of  them,  and  you'll 
do  well   lo  leave  them  alone. 

Next,  it  i-  always  well  to  remember 
that  wild  flower-  should  lie  trans- 
planted either  before  or  niter  they  have 
bloomed,  preferably  the  latter.  During 
the  blooming  period,  and  just  prior  to 
it.  the  flower  i-  working  overtime,  using 
more  than  its  usual  amount  of  food  to 
produce  it-  blossoms.  In  the  sbort  in- 
terval between  the  time  you  take  it 
from  its  natural  garden  to  your  own.  it 
may  lose  more  energy  than  it  will  be 
able  to  recover. 

II  you  find  tile  plant  when  it  is  in 
bloom,  just  bide  your  time  until  it  slu-ds 
ii-  petal-.  Then  you  can  transplant  it 
safely,  and  be  assured  of  healthy  blos- 
soms next  spring,  ami  every  spring 
thereafter. 

Once  you  have  selected  a  flower 
that  doesn'l  require  an  acid  -oil.  and 
have  waited  until  it  ha-  -lied  it-  blos- 
soms.  all  you  have  to  do  i-  dig  it  up 
and  Iran-plant  it.  In  till—  stage  care 
must  be  taken  to  -ee  that  the  plant  is 
not  injured  in  any  way. 

To  make  certain  that  you  get  all 
ol  the  root-  intact,  mark  off  a  wide 
circle  around  the  plant  (  possibl)  a  fool 
in  diameter)  with  your  spade.  This  will 
guide  \ o in  digging.  Don't  be  afraid  to 
dig    deep.    You    will    want    to    retain    a 

-. l-sized    chunk   of   the   original   soil 

with  the  root-. 

\\  hen  you  have  removed  the  plant 
from  the  ground,  the  next  important 
step  i-  to  wet  it  down  immediately. 
1'laee  the  plant,  earth  and  all.  on  a 
newspaper  several  layers  thick  I -o  it 
will  retain  the  moisture  you  add), 
and  wet  it  down  well,  wrap  it  securely 
in  the  paper,  and  you're  off  for  home. 

Now.  to  get  the  plant  set  up  in 
\our  own  garden.  Before  you  -tart  dig- 
ging again,  consider  the  (lower'-  natural 
habitat.  You  will  want  to  duplicate  it 
a-  nearh  a-  possible.

Faced  with  a  great  occasion,  ii  is  an  immemorial  custom  tor  a  woman  t< 
bake  a  cake.  This  is  undoubtedly  the  origin  of  the  bride's  cake.  Wher 
your  daughter  marries,  though  you  may  be  well  advised  to  leave  the  actual  bak 
ing  to  a  professional,  you  will  still  have  a  round  of  parties  to  plan  and  a  gath 
ering  of  the  clans  to  cope  with.  As  there  are  details  by  the  hundreds  to  attenc 
to.  take  an  entire,  uninterrupted  morning  to  plan  the  food  and  drink  whicli 
you  will  serve.  And  if  you  can  manage,  make  it  a  morning  at  least  a  montl; 
ahead  of  the  wedding,  so  that  you  can  have  everything  in  readiness.  Count 
silver,  plates,  glasses  and  linen.  If  you  have  not  enough  of  all  these,  arrange 
to  borrow  from  friends  or  relatives,  or  give  your  caterer  a  list  of  what  you 
will  need.  Next,  make  out  complete  menus  for  the  week  of  the  wedding. 
Orders  for  cake,  ice  cream  and  the  like  should  be  placed  as  early  as  pos- 
sible, especially  if  you  want  to  have  individual,  monogrammed  cake  boxes 
made  for  your  guests.  Go  over  your  cellar  and  decide  what  liquor  you  will 
need  to  add  to  what  you  have.  At  the  same  time,  see  if  you  have  facilities  for 
icing  the  champagne.  This  can  be  a  real  problem,  especially  in  a  small 
kitchen.  You  will  want  your  house  to  look  its  best,  so  decide  on  what  flowers 
you  want  and  look  over  your  vases.  Tables  and  chairs  for  everyone  are  in- 
dispensable if  you  plan  to  serve  anything  at  all  substantial  at  the  wedding 
reception.

ian  might  properly  apply  to  his  build- 
ings. These  and  the  designs  of  a  score 
of  other  authors  were  taken  from  the 
plates  of  Italian  masters,  who  in  turn 
found  them  in  the  ruins  of  Rome. 

The  Colonial  builder  was  thus 
spared  all  ennui  of  invention.  When,  in 
1786.  Ware  discussed  in  his  book  the 
influence  of  materials  and  use  on  de- 
sign, the  book  was  pronounced  "not 
quite  gentlemanly."  When  to  this  he 
added  the  daring  theory  that  an  archi- 
tecl  "should  ha\e  at  times  a  considera- 
linn  for  hi-  own  genius'" — a  heresy 
which.  I  am  happy  to  say.  occasionally 
colored  the  practice  of  Williamsburg — 
hi-  book  wa-  no  longer  tolerated  in  the 
academy  of  architecture. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  explain  the 
universal  assent  of  architects — with 
only  occasional  rebellion — to  these 
fashions  of  symmetry,  proportion  and 
Roman  formula.  The  architect  was  in 
fact  only  assenting  to  a  classicism 
which  saturated  the  spirit  of  his 
clientele.  The  classicism  which  formed 
the  surface  of  architecture  lay  ju-t  be- 
low the  surface  in  every  phase  of 
Georgian  life.  It  was  integral  to  the 
fashion  of  the  time;  it  was  identified 
with  etiquette  ami  good  breeding;  it 
was  artifice. 

In  Harrow  and  Eton  the  awe  and 
ie-pect  of  schoolboy-  for  the  Latin 
model  in  literature  anil  in  idea  was  so 
firmly  established  as  to  la-t  through 
life.  Vs  statesmen,  these  schoolboys 
modeled  their  speeches  on  the  speeches 
ol  ( iicero  :  as  scientists  they  tested  their 


discoveries  against  the  axiom; 
Greece;  as  philosophers  they  fa 
to  observe  that  God  acts  less  logic 
than  Aristotle.  In  belles-lettres,  P 
Sheridan,  Chesterfield,  Lady  Mary 
Gibbon  all  intend  to  be  classical, 
explain  their  chilling  sentences- 
culated,  heartless  and  perfect,  IS! 
Doric  peristyle — with  references  tc 
antique  model.  Reynolds  reduces 
painting  to  a  set  of  syllogisms:  "a 
severe,  its  rules  rigid."  Gibbon, 
•'mistook  himself  for  the  Roman 
pire,"  turns  history  into  a  monun 
Dr.  Johnson  describes  the  moun 
ol  Scotland  as  "diseased  growth 
unnatural  swellings  on  the  surfai 
the  earth"  which  disturbed  the  it 
serenity  of  classical  landscapes;  I 
aid  Watson,  Bishop  of  Liar 
summed  up  the  classical  symmeti 
Georgian  morality  in  a  sermon 
tilled  "On  the  Wisdom  and  Goo< 
of  God  in  Creating  both  Rich 
Poor."

The  quality  of  modern  glassware 
begins  with  the  chemist  who  develops 
the  formula.  Though  basically  all  glass 
is  made  of  silica  -and.  lime,  lead  and 
alkalies,  the  proportions  are  varied  for 
each  type  of  product.  Sometimes  a 
factory  has  hundreds  of  formulas,  all 
highly  secret,  responsible  for  the  spe- 
cial characteristics  which  distinguish 
its  glass  from  any  other. 

Because  absolute  purity  of  the  raw 
materials  is  essential,  there  are  elabo- 
rate processes  of  washing  and  refining. 
Iron  must  be  removed  by  magnets,  as 
even  a  minute  fraction  of  one  per  cent 
will  produce  an  off. color.  In  the  blow- 
ing, pressing  and  finishing  of  a  -ingle 
piece,  a  team  ol  anywhere  from  six  to 
32  artisans  may  be  employed.  Patterns 
arc  sometimes  etched  with  acid,  some- 
times hand-cut.  Polishing  by  fire,  acid 
and  fell  wheels  brings  mil  the  bril- 
liance ol  the  basic  material.  One  of  the 
most  iniportanl  steps  is  the  cooling 
process,  which  is  -lowed  down  and 
controlled  by  precision  instruments  so

having,  over  some  60  year-,  virtually 
put   gla--   on   every   table   in   America. 

Kensington  is  another  important 
name  in  the  first  half  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  Conducted  by  "Dr."  Dyott.  an 
exhibitionistic  patent-medicine  king 
who  recognized  the  practicality  of  man- 
ufacturing his  own  bottle?,  this  Phila- 
delphia factory  soon  branched  into 
other  products,  including  the  enormous 
carboys  used  for  household  supplies  of 
cider  or  vinegar,  and  many  fine  his- 
toric  flasks.  A  boon  to  collectors  is  the 
fact  that  Dyott  identified  his  gla-s  with 
either  his  name  or  that  of  the  factory. 
Kensington  bottle-  bear  portraits  of 
Jenny  bind  and  Kossuth  at  the  height 
of  their  popularity — examples  of  "Dr." 
Dyott's  excellent   sense  of  timing. 

Student-  of  American  history  are 
not  always  aware  of  the  fact  that  Albert 
Gallatin.  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
from  1801-13,  was  responsible  for  the 
first  national  expansion  of  the  glass 
industry.

that  will  continue  until  frost.  Thus  the 
flowering  season  can  be  regulated  with 
a  reasonable  degree  of  certainty  ac- 
cording to  the  time  of  planting,  an  ad- 
vantage not  shared  by  any  other  flower. 

There  are  a  number  of  different 
ways  of  planting  gladiolus  conns. 
Since  gladiolus  are  primarily  cut 
flowers  rather  than  garden  decorations, 
they  are  quite  commonly  planted  in 
rows  in  the  vegetable  garden,  although 
ihey  may  be  used  in  a  mixed  ll<  tei 
border  or  in  a  bed  by  themselves.  In 
anj  case,  you  should  plant  them  in  full 
sunlight  in  a  well-drained  location.  II 
you  plant  them  in  rows,  you  may  use 
either  a  single  row  with  corms  four 
to  six  inches  apart  or  a  double,  stag- 
gered row.  corms  I inches  apart  on 

the  diagonal,  six  on  the  straight.  The 
trenches  in  which  you  set  the  conns 
should  he  four  or  five  inches  deep  foi 
large  bulbs  and  somewhat  shallower 
for  medium-size  or  small  bulbs,  and 
will  vary  somewhat  according  to  the 
consistency  oi  tin-  soil  (see  drawing. 
page  155).  Ii  is  a  good  plan  when  you 
arc  planting  to  rake  in  a  sprinkling  of 
superphosphate  also.  \\  hen  you  sel 
corms  in  the  mixed  flower  border,  dig 
a  circular  or  oval  hole  and  space  the 
corms  four  to  five  inches  apart  to  form 
a  clump,  nisi  as  in  planting  tulips. 

If  a  few  corms  each  oi  a  great 
main  different  varieties  air  put  into  a 
bed    devoted   entirely    to   gladiolus,   sel 

the  conn-  -ix  inches  apart  in  the  rows 


with  i In'  row-  eight  to  ten  inches  apart. 
You  will  find  this  by  far  the  simplest 
way  to  keep  track  of  valuable  varieties. 

Some  time  after  the  bulbs  have 
been  planted,  you  will,  of  course,  need 
to  weed  the  rows  or  the  bed,  but  it  is 
best  to  wail  until  the  sprouts  of  leaves 
air  several  inches  high  so  you  won't  in- 
jure them  or  mistake  them  for  weeds. 

\\  hile  tin iiis  are  no  longer  a 
problem  in  growing  gladiolus,  thanks 
to  DDT.  it  is  still  advisable  to  dust  or 
spray  the  plants  at  regular  intervals 
nl  two  weeks  from  the  time  the  leaves 
are  five  or  sjx  inches  high  until  the 
flowers  start  to  open.  Any  good  garden 
insecticide  which  contains  DDT  will 
serve  tin-  purpose. 

About  a  month  before  flowering, 
use  an  application  id  a  good  complete 
plant  loud  along  the  sides,  of  the  rows 
and  rake  it  well.  This  will  materially 
benefit  the  plants  and  improve  the 
flowers.  <>|  course,  water  during  dry 
-pells  is  \iially  important;  otherwise. 
the  spikes  are  likely  to  be  short  and 
the  flower  buds  fewer  in  number. 

\\  hen  the  flower  spikes  begin  to 
appeal  above  the  leaves,  blooming  time 
i-  10  to  12  days  away.  Careful  culture 
demands  that  the  plants  have  some 
support  at  this  period  to  keep  them 
from  being  bent  by  winds  or  heavy

minate  is  even  and  ample  moisture. 
Sometimes  nature  co-operates  with  fre- 
quent  shower,-  in  early  May  at  plant- 
ing time,  bul  sometimes  not.  Wet  bur- 
lap spread  o\er  the  bed  after  the  seeds 
are  in  is  a  trick  that  helps,  but  watch 
carefully  and  remove  it  at  the  firsl  sign 
of  growth.  Fine  seeds  such  as  snap- 
dragons, Yicotiana  and  petunia-  want 
merely  to  be  stirred  into  the  -oil  sur- 
face. Larger  ones  such  as  zinnia-  and 
marigolds  wanl  lour  times  their  depth 
"I  -oil  above  them.  Ml  w:ant  the  earth 
In  no  d  down  immediately  after  you 
plant  them.  W  hen  making  a  small 
eyebrow-shaped  furrow  let  it  be  in  a 
slight  depression;  ihi-  will  gather  the 
rain,  focus  ihe  sun  and  hasten  germi- 
nation. \l-o.  be  sure  to  label  the  seed 
plots.  Wooden  or  plastic  label-  head- 
ing each  eyebrow  avoid  confusion  later 
when  seeds  and  weed-  race  up  out  of 
the  ground  together. 

Soon  the  plant-,  which  you  can 
easil)  distinguish  by  their  relation  to 
label-,  have  three  or  lour  leaves  wav- 
ing like  gay  green  banner-  from  each 
small  -lalk.  \!ier  a  good  weeding,  ii 
i-  time  to  thin.  Transplanting  time  is 
the  golden  opportunity  to  alter  and 
improve  your  arrangement — to  fill  in 
an>  vacant  places.  Choose  a  rainy  or 
dull  day  for  the  move.  Soak  the  seed- 
lings before  you  disturb  them  and  un- 
settle their  roots  as  little  as  possible. 
Set  the  young  plant-  in  any  new  loca- 
tion three  or  four  inches  apart;  firm 
the  earth  around  llnir  stems  and  water 
immediately.  Keep  an  eye  on  them  the 


next  few  days  for  more  water  will  be 
needed  daily  until  they  show  signs  of 
new  growth. 

In  no  time,  flowers  will  commence 
to  come.  To  keep  them  gay  and  thriv- 
ing all  summer,  water  them  in  dry 
spells,  sprinkling  thoroughly  for  sev- 
eral hours  at  a  time.  Clip  off  dead  flow- 
ers to  maintain  perpetual  bloom.  Keep 
l  In  warden  free  from  weeds.  Cultivate, 
bul  not  too  deeply.  After  a  rain  the 
-oil  loosened  becomes  a  mulch  and 
holds  the  needed  moisture  under  the 
earth  surface.

As 
with  the  alyssum,  trim  Linaria  back 
once  or  iw  ice  a  summer.

They  also  require  a  sunny 
place.  Since  they  grow  fairly  vigorously,  the  plants  will  become  leggy  in 
time.  To  avoid  untidiness,  after  they  have  bloomed,  judiciously  trim  them 
back  a   few   inches.

The  taller  sorts  of  zinnia-,  and 
marigolds  are  the  stars  of  the  center 
of  the  annual  bed.  You  can  make  an 
attractive  garden  out  of  these  two 
flowers  alone,  so  varied  are  their  sizes, 
shapes  and  colors.  The  sunshine  shades 
of  marigolds  are  so  vivid  they  lirin<; 
sunlight  into  your  garden  on  the  cloudi- 
est days.  Marigolds  are  a  tough  and 
hardy  lot,  withstanding  drought  and 
wind,  seldom  a  host  to  insects.  Zinnias 
have  just  as  much  to  recommend  them. 
brilliant  reds  and  yellows,  tawny 
shades,  twisted  or  plain  petals,  huge 
dahlia  forms. 

There  are  four  annuals  in  the 
medium  tall  group  that  self-seed  and 
appear  year  after  year:  annual  lark- 
spur in  the  deepest  blue,  purple  and 
salmon  pink  are  the  most  exciting; 
snapdragons  in  many  shades  and  sizes 
(don't  miss  a  recent  variety  called 
Lemonade)  :  calliopsis  with  golden  ma- 
hogany-marked flowers  and  feathery 
foliage;  and  calendulas  in  golds  and 
yellows  with  darker  touches. 

\  delicate  flower,  daisy-like  and 
blue  is  the  Talioka  daisy.  Equally  deli- 
cate is  the  blue  lace  flower,  reminiscent 
of  the  wild  Queen  Anne's  lact  of  the 
fields.  Gaillardias  come  in  Indian  reds 
and  yellows.  Oilier  sunshine  tones  are 
[mind  in  the  annual  chrysanthemums. 
Plant  Celosia  for  its  red  and  yellow 
wool-like  flowers.  Cornflowers  come  in 

other    shades    besides    blue;     the    deep 

pink  is  a  delight.  Plant  stocks  for  fra- 


grance, also  annual  pinks,  stevia  and 
A  icotiana  (  flowering  tobacco) .  At  dusk 
the  latter  opens  white  starry  blooms 
sweet  as  jasmine.  Gypsophila  growing 
through  the  bed  will  send  up  a  mass  of 
delicate  tiny  white  flowers  which  cover 
the  plant  for  weeks. 

The  blues  for  the  center  of  the 
garden  to  help  balance  yellows,  reds 
and  oranges  are  annual  anchusa  and 
Chinese  forget-me-not  Salpiglossis  also 
conies  in  blue — a  wonderful  silvery 
blue — as  well  as  in  reds  and  golds.  The 
velvety  texture  of  these  flowers  makes 
them  pleasant  to  feel.  Scabiosa  grows 
heads  of  flowers  thai  look  like  tufted 
pincushions.  Helichrysum  is  the  straw- 
flower  that  lasts  all  winter,  retaining  its 
bright  color  in  the  house. 

For  the  far  reaches  of  the  garden 
and  back  corners  there  is  cosmos,  an 
excellent  hardy  annual.  The  hotter  and 
drier  the  weather,  the  more  cosmos 
blooms.  Tithonia,  the  golden  flower  of 
the  Incas,  is  rich  orange  and  grows  to 
a  height  of  six  feet. 

And  so  we  arrive  at  gilia — the 
thimble  (lower.  We  do  not  know  gilia; 
we  have  never  grown  it.  That  is  why  it 
is  important.  The  I k  says  the  lav- 
ender blooms  are  thimble-shaped  and 
come  from  July  to  frost.  It  lias  been  in 
i  lie  i  atalog  forever,  no  doubt,  but  we 
have  ne\ei  noticed  it  until  now.  And 
now  we  must  grow  it.  That  is  the  joy  ol 
gardening,  the  new  discoveries,  the 
promise  and  the  possibility.  As  long  as 
there  is  a  gilia  on  your  horticultural 
horizon  all  will  be  well.

reaches  a  second-story  window.  Its  pest-free  foliage  tinged  with  red  is  as  attractive 
as  its  long-stemmed  blue  or  white  flowers  which  resemble  cathedral  bells.  These 
grow  lavishly.  It  is  the  one  annual  vine  which  need*  an  rarly  -tart  (March  or 
April),  as  it  requires  a  long  growing  period  before  it  will  bloom.  The  seeds  are 
flat  and  about  the  size  of  a  dime,  tnseri  them  edgewise  (otherwise  they  rot),  one 
to  each  five-inch  pot.  When  the  plant  i>  four  inches  high,  pinch  out  the  center  to 
make  it  branch.  You  can  set  it  outdoors  in  May.  Along  in  August.  I  make  cut- 
tings and  so  have  plant-  to  use  indoors  all  winter.  They  quickly  encircle  a  window 
frame,  forming  a  lacy  green  border  for  a  collection  of  house  plants.  They  will 
bloom  indoors,  too.  although  not  in  profusion. 

Two  members  of  the  ever  popular  morning  glory  family  deserve  to  be  more 
widel)  used.  These  are  cypress  vine.  Quamoclit  pennata,  and  cardinal  climber, 
Quamoclit  coccinea.  Cypress  vine  is  a  graceful  climber  with  fern-like  foliage.  It 
bear-  quantities  of  star-shaped  flowers,  white,  orange  or  scarlet.  The  foliage  of 
the  cardinal  climber  i-  not  as  finely  cut 
as  thai  of  the  cyprc--  \  inc.  It-  fur\  ml 
flowers,  produced  in  clusters  ol  five  to 
seven  bloom-,  are  a  favorite  haunt  of 
humming  bird-.  Both  vines  grow  from 
Id  to  2(1  feet.  To  hasten  germination,  -oak 
the  seeds  for  several  hour-  before  plant- 
ing. Sou  outdoor-  about  mid-May.  Al- 
though it  grow-  not  much  higher  than 
10  feet,  few  vines  arc  more  decorative 
than  hyacinth  bean.  Dolichos.  Amid 
bright  green  heart-shaped  leaves,  il- 
white  or  purple  flowers,  which  resemble

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grance.  In  addition  to  the  huge  white 
variety,  there  is  a  soft  pink.  The  flowers 
open  in  the  evening  or  on  cloudy  days. 
Seeds  germinate  better  if  soaked  for 
several  hours.  Do  not  plant  them  out- 
doors before  mid-May. 

Balloonvine,  Cardiospermum  hali- 
i in  ahum,  variously  known  as  heartseed 
or  love-in-a-puff,  is  a  rapid  climber 
growing  10  feet  tall.  Although  it  bears 
small  white  blossoms,  its  seed  pods,  re- 
sembling tiny  balloons  an  inch  across. 
arc  more  decorative.  These  may  be  cut 
and  dried  for  winter  bouquet*.  Sow 
seeds  outdoors  in  early  May. 

Two  other  handsome  vines  worth 
trying  are  the  balsam  apple  ( Momor- 
iluii  balsamina)  and  the  balsam  pear 
(M.  charantia).  The  former  grows  15 
feet  to  20  feet.  Its  deeply  Iobed  foliage 
i-  attractive  and  it-  inconspicuous 
flowers  are  followed  by  warty  apple- 
shaped  fruits.  These  are  orange-colored, 
while  those  of  the  pear-shaped  variety 
are    bright    yellow.

only  10  feet  tall.  Some  seedsmen  offer 
a  mixture  containing  both.  Sow  seeds 
outdoors  in  May. 

Another  favorite  of  mine  is  passion- 
flower vine  Passiflora  incarnata.  This  is 
really  a  tender  perennial  but  since  it 
will  seldom  live  through  our  winters,  I 
make  cuttings  in  Augu-t  and  use  them 
as  house  plants.  Its  deeply  lobed  foliage 
look-  somewhat  like  that  of  the  fig.  The 
huge,  glorious  purple-and-white  flow- 
er-, live  inches  in  diameter,  give  it  great 
distinction.  It  blooms  profusely  out- 
door- and  to  some  extent,  indoors  as 
well.  You  can  grow  it  either  from  seeds 
or  cutting-.  The  flowers  are  wonderful 
to  float  in  a  bowl  for  summer  arrange- 
ment. Seed-  should  be  started  early  in 
order  to  have  plants  to  set  out  in  May. 

For  speed  of  growth  as  well  as  ef- 
fective coverage,  few  vines  can  compete 
with  the  Japanese  hop  vine  Hamulus 
japonicus.  Its  luxuriant  foliage  is  ob- 
tainable in  both  plain  and  variegated 
form.  Sow  seeds  outdoors  in  May.

Music  by  the  Masters

existed  but  for  a  young  hoy's  dream  and  the  greatest  luck

N  impressive  five-volume  set  produced  by  Co- 
lumbia Records.  Great  Masters  of  the  Key- 
board, contains  performances  by  the  following 
composers  (playing  their  own  compositions)  and 
these  pianists:  Claude  Debussy,  Maurice  Ravel, 
Gabriel  Faure,  Charles  Camille  Saint-Saens,  Fer- 
ruccio  Busoni,  Edvard  Grieg,  Theodore  Leschetizky,  Eugene  d'Albert, 
Arthur  Nikisch,  Max  Reger,  Ignace  Jan  Paderewski,  Vladimir  de  Pach- 
raann,  Manuel  De  Falla,  Enrique  Granados,  Xavier  Scharwenka,  Frank 
-Mar-hall.  Richard  Strauss,  Gustav  Mahler  and  Alexander  Scriabin.  This 
is  a  remarkable  production,  of  great  value  to  musicians  and  educators  and 
id  fascinating  interest  lo  the  general  public.  It  would,  however,  not  have 
been  achieved  if  shortly  after  the  first  World  War,  a  boy  in  Seattle  had  nut 
happened  to  hear  a  German  self-playing  organ.  The  boy  was  Richard  C. 
Simonton,  now  president  of  the  Pacific  Network.  Inc.  in  Los  Angeles,  an 
affiliate  of  the  Musak  Corporation.  Mr.  Simonton,  then  only  11  years  old, 
was  so  impressed  with  the  organ  that  he  determined  one  day  lo  own  one. 
roday  he  does;  but  when  he  acquired  it  some  years  ago.  he  discovered  that 
the  rolls  for  it  were  no  longer  available.  In  trying  to  obtain  them  he  un- 
intentionally initiated  a  surprising  concatenation  of  events  which  resulted 
in  the  discovery  of  the  material  released  by  Columbia. 

The  instrument  thai  made  such  a  profound  impression  on  young  Mr. 
Simonton  was  one  produced  by  the  Welte  Company,  a  German  firm  which 
enjoyed  a  huge  success  during  the  '20's,  manufacturing  player  pianos  and 
organs.  Michael  Welte.  the  founder,  originally  made  musical  clocks  in 
Freiburg,  a  small  city  in  Baden  near  the  Swiss  border.  When  he  discovered 
that  his  clients  bought  the  clocks  more  for  their  music  than  their  time- 
keeping properties,  he  began  perfecting  the  musical  instrument.  He  per- 
fecled  it  so  extensively  that  by  1848  he  had  achieved  the  original  Orches- 
trian.  or  self-playing  organ,  a  cumbersome,  expensive  instrument  that  used 
rollers  with  pins  on  their  surfaces  to  implement  the  action.  In  1885  his  son, 
Id  rtlinlil.  hit  on  the  idea  of  using  perforated  paper  rather  than  rollers,  an 
idea  which  turned  out  to  be  a  profitable  one. 

\s  organs  were  much  too  expensive  for  the  mass  market,  the  Weltes 
turned  to  player  pianos.  In  1904  they  presented  the  Welte-Mignon  to  the 
public.  This  instrument  played  a  roll  which  conveyed  the  dynamics  and 
phrasing  of  a  pianist's  performance  to  a  far  greater  extent  than  previously. 
Although  several  American  companies  were  licensed  under  the  Welte 
patent  and  their  pianos  bore  the  Welte  name,  it  was  never  sold  here. 

At  the  close  of  World  War  II,  Mr.  Simonton  wrote  to  Mr.  Welte  in 
Freiburg  to  see  if  it  were  possible  to  obtain  organ  rolls.  Edwin  Welte, 
grandson  of  the  founder,  replied  that  the  factory  had  been  destroyed  by 
bombs,  but  that  he  had  16  rolls  in  his  own  home.  Correspondence  ensued, 
in  the  eourse  of  which  Welte  wrote  describing  his  family's  invention.  The 
mechanism  which  recorded  the  master  rolls  for  the  Welte-Mignon.  he 
revealed,  was  developed  by  himself  and  Carl  Bokisch.  Having  achieved  a 
high   degree  of  accuracy,   they   determined   to  get   the  greatest    artist-   to

perform  for  it.  They  embarked  on  a  recording  expedition  to  Berlin.  Lenin- 
grad, Moscow.  Vienna.  Paris,  Leipzig  and  other  musical  centers,  recording 
almost  continually  from  1904  to  1911.  In  order  to  play  back  the  master  rolls 
for  the  recording  artists,  the}  constructed  another  machine,  an  intricate 
affair  which  operated  in  from  of  the  piano.  Only  two  of  these  machines 
were  ever  built;  one  of  them  was  destroyed  during  the  war  but  the  other 
was  intact,  as  were  the  master  rolls.  The  rolls,  hidden  in  the  barn  of  a 
parsonage,  were  still  there  when  Mr.  Simonton  began  corresponding  with 
Edwin  Welte.  Their  ultimate  fale.  however,  was  a  matter  of  concern  to 
Welle,  who  was  distressed  at  the  thought  that  the  fruit  of  his  work  might 
disappear.  Furthermore.  Mr.  Bokisch  was  the  only  living  person  who  knew 
how  to  reassemble  and  operate  the  playing  machine.  If  the  rolls  were  ever 
lo  be  played  again,  it  seemed  wise  to  do  it  soon.  Mr.  Simonton  got  in  touch 
wilh  Columbia  Records,  which  indicated  an  interest  in  making  recordings 
from  the  master  rolls  provided  it  could  be  proved  thai  they  were  legitimate 
and  thai  the  quality  of  the  rolls  was  worthy  of  the  performing  artists. 

The  legitimacy  was  easy  to  verify,  but  to  ascertain  the  quality  was  a 
more  complicated  matter.  Eventuall)  Mr.  Welle  wrole  that  the  Freiburg 
broadcasting  station  had  a  Magnetophone  (original  pre-war  German  nia°-- 
netic  tape  recorder,  later  copied  b>  American  manufacturers).  This,  he 
ibougbl.  could  be  used  lo  record  the  Welte  machine  provided  lape  could 
be  found.  Mr.  Simonton  mailed  him  some  American  tape,  hoping  fervently 
thai  il  would  fit.  Il  did.  Unfortunately,  the  Magnetophone  was  permanently 
installed  in  the  broadcasting  station,  while  the  piano  and  the  unwieldy 
reproducing  apparatus  were  in  Mr.  Bokisch"s  home.  To  get  them  together 
seemed  almosl  impossible.  It  was  finally  decided  to  try  to  conned  them  with 
a  telephone  line.  Certain  selections  wen-  ihus  recorded  on  tape  and  mailed 
to  Mr.  Simonton.  On  hearing  the  sample  recordings.  Columbia  decided  to 
go  ahead  with  the  project,  and  in  1948  Mr.  Simonton  went  to  Freiburg, 
where  with  Edwin  Welte  and  Carl  Bokisch.  he  made  the  recordings.

a  great  deal  of  piano  performing.  While  collectively 
it  suffers  somewhat  from  a  monotony  of  quality, 
deriving  from  the  machine,  the  main  interest  lies  in  the  tempo  and  phras- 
ing. \mong  the  highlights  are  Debussy  playing  his  own  Children's  Corner 
Suite  as  one  rarely  hears  it  done  today — that  is.  with  neither  the  melody 
nor  harmony  given  importance,  but  blended  in  a  kind  of  shimmering  halo; 
Ferruccio  Busoni,  one  of  the  great  pianists  at  the  turn  of  the  century,  in 
brilliant  interpretations  of  the  Paganini-Liszt  La  Campanella,  a  Chopin 
prelude  and  the  Beethoven-Liszt  Fantasia  on  "Ruins  oj  Athens" ;  Vladimir 
de  Pachmann,  another  of  the  late  great  pianists,  playing  Chopin  with 
authority,  although  his  tone  does  not  sound  '"gossamer"  as  we  are  told  it 
was;  I'aderewski  in  a  crisp  reading  of  his  own  Minuet  in  G  Major:  Theo- 
dore Leschetizky,  one  of  the  great  teachers  of  all  time,  performing  some 
of  his  works,  whose  main  virtues  are  the  opportunities  they  afford  for  fine 
pianism;  Edvard  Grieg  playing  three  of  his  more  ingratiating  short  pieces;

has  an  even  greater  batter  than  this.)  Do  not  attempt  to  build  a  dry  wall 
more  than  four  fee.  high:  it  will  lack  stability.  Place  the  largest  and 
heaviest  stones  a.  the  bottom,  tipping  them  sligh.lv  so  .ha,  water  will 
drain  to  the  soil  at  the  back  of  the  wall.  In  certain  soils  you  will  also  need  j 
an  agricultural  tile  drain  to  remove  excess  moisture  (sec  accompanying 
drawlno  for  it-  correct  location).  Be  sure  the  soil  in  your  planting  pock- 
ets  is  a  fertile  garden  loan,  placed  directly  behind  the  rocks.  To  obtam 
the  best  results,  water  each  one  as  you  go,  set  the  plan,-  as  you  build 


CROSS  SECTION  of  plan  for  a  dry  wall  (one 
without  mortar  between  the  face  stones) 
shows  correct  foundation  of  boulders  and 
rough  concrete.

rnKN.s  is  the  only  capital  where  you  are  waked  in  the 
morning  by  the  crowing  <>l  cocks,  where  you  see  a 
flock  of  turkeys  holding  up  the  traffic  on  the  prin- 
cipal street,  and  win  re  a  small  donkey  peers  around 
the  corner  at  you  when  you  ring  the  hell  of  an  apartment  house. 
People  who  lake  a  Mediterranean  cruise  and  stop  at  Athens  for 
<>nl\  a  day  or  two  are  often  disappointed.  They  think  it  is  shabby 
and  noisy  and  dusty,  but  il  you  stay  longer  von  are  almost  certain 
in  come  under  il-    pell. 

Everyone's  windows  in  \thens  look  out  at  some  beautiful 
view.  It  may  be  the  sea.  it  may  be  the  Acropolis.  My  view  is  of 
Mount  Hymettos.  "purple  crowned  Hymettos."  and  when  I  step 
out  on  my  balcony  I  can  see  both  the  Parthenon  and  the  sea.  If 
I  look  down  to  the  street  1  see  a  row  of  fruit  barrows 
heaped  high  with  oranges  and  tangerines  all  golden  in  the 
sun.  The  la^i  harrow  is  not  for  fruit,  but  for  flowers,  a  welter  of 
almond  blossoms  and  mimosa,  of  anemones  and  white  hyacinths. 
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Mount  Hymettos  looks  gray  and  dull  on  cold  days,  but 
when  the  weather  becomes  "penitent."  as  the  Greeks  say,  the  sun 
throws  a  purple  haze  over  the  mountain,  and  the  wrinkles  and 
ridges  stand  out  in  dark  relief.  Suddenly  someone  rings  your 
telephone:  "Let  us  go  on  an  ekdromi  [an  excursion]  ;  the  weather 
is  perteci.""  Perhaps  you  decide  on  Kaesariani,  an  old  Byzantine 
monastery  just  10  minutes  away,  or  perhaps  Sunion,  that  white 
temple  on  the  sea.  or  Aegostheni  on  I  he  road  to  Thebes,  or  through 
the  silver  olive  trees  to  Rhamnous.  some  miles  beyond  Marathon. 
where  the  sea  really  is  "wine-dark"'  against  the  mountains  of 
Euboea.  tipped  with  snow.  The  Greeks  have  always  chosen  dra- 
matic hilltops  for  their  temples,  so  no  mailer  how  ruined  the 
temple  is.  it  is  always  worth  visiting,  for  the  breath-taking  view. 
You  lake  eggs  and  cheese  ami  fruit  with  you,  and  you  stop  at  a 
taverna  on  the  way.  where  you  can  add  wine  and  coffee  to  your 
menu.  You  hope  the  wine  will  be  Kok'nelli,  the  red  rezinated 
wine  of  Attica,  and  you  know  the  coffee  will  be  Turkish.  "Metrio, 
ochi  jiali  gliko"   [Medium,  not  very  sweet]   you  tell  the  waiter. 

If  the  good  weather  holds,  you  go  further  afield.  You  drive 
along  the  Saronic  Gulf  and  look  across  to  Salamine.  You  slop  at 
the  Byzantine  church  at  Daphne  to  see  the  amazing  mosaics,  and 
through  Eleusis  to  Corinth,  over  the  canal,  on  to  the  Peloponesus.

Mignon- 
ette is  best  for  early  spring  use.  Include 
plenty  of  leafy  varieties.  Oak-leaf  will 
stand  hot  weather  without  losing  its 
delicious  flavor,  It  is  ready  for  the  table 
in  40  days,  as  is  Bronze  Beauty.

Il  must  have  at  least  three 
months  growing  time  before  frost  and 
will  mature  more  rapidly  if  -ceded 
sparsel)  where  ii  is  to  grow  and  then 
thinned  to  -land  12  to  14  inches  apart. 

Amonu  several  good  ones  with  Chinese  names,  we  like  the 
Chihli  variety.  Other  greens  which  are  best  planted  where 
they  are  to  grow  and  thinned  to  give  them  room  to  develop, 
are  dandelion,  upland  cress  and  mustard.  The  improved 
thick-leaved  variety  of  dandelion  greens  is  ready  in  60  days, 
but  you  can  clip  side  leaves  before  that  to  add  tang  to  your 
bowl.  Mustard  matures  very  fast,  in  35  days.  Try  the  extra- 
curled  types  for  best  flavor,  such  as  Fordhook  Fancy  and 
Giant  Southern  Curled.  Use  a  sharp  knife  to  cut  off  a  few 
lender  leaves  without  pulling  the  plant  from  the  ground.  A 
few  leaves  in  cold  meat  sandwiches  add  real  flavor.  Try 
upland  cress  this  way.  too.  as  well  as  in  the  salad  bowl. 
Choose  Fine  Curled  or  Pepper  Grass  cress  for  dry  land 
culture;  it  will  be  ready  in  40  days  or'less.

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halves  and  cover  the  bottom  of  the  pie 
shell  with  them.  Add  the  rum  mixture 
and  cover  the  top  with  another  layer 
of  fine  large  strawberries,  halved,  and 
with  their  cut  sides  down.  Keep  in  the 
refrigerator   until   serving   time. 

STRAWBERRY  TARTS 

Make  pastry  with  2  cups  of  flour, 
1  teaspoon  of  salt,  and  l/$  cup  each  of 
lard  and  butter.  Moisten  with  ice  water. 
Roll  Vs"  thick  and  cut  in  large  circles, 
then  cover  the  oulsides  of  patty  pans  or 
muffin  tins.  Press  the  pastry  down  firm- 
ly, and  pinch  off  any  surplus  around 
the  edges.  Put,  bottoms  up,  on  cookie 
sheets  in  a  hot  oven  (425°).  After  4 
minutes,  place  another  cookie  sheet  on 
top,  allowing  it  to  remain  for  several 
minutes,  then  remove  so  that  the  tart 
shells  will  brown  evenly.  (The  top 
cookie  sheet  gives  the  tarts  a  nice  even 
keel.)  When  cool,  spread  the  entire  in- 
side of  the  shells  with  a  fairly  thick 
layer  of  either  sour  cream  or  cream 
cheese  that  has  been  softened  with  a 
little  milk,  and  fill  with  cut  sugared 
strawberries.  Serve  at  once. 

STRAWBERRIES  ROMANOFF 

This  recipe,  though  a  classic  one,  has 
various  versions. 

Wash  and  hull  3  pints  of  ripe 
strawberries,  put  them  in  a  glass  bowl 
and  sprinkle  with  sugar.  Mix  together 
a  pint  of  vanilla  ice  cream,  a  cup  of 
heavy  cream,  whipped,  and  1 '  •_•  ounces 
each  of  ruin  and  Cointreau.  Pour  over 


the  berries,  garnish  with  a  few  whole 
ones,  and  serve. 

STRAWBERRIES  JUBILEE 

If  a  cherry  can  be  served  flaming,  why 
not  a  strawberry? 

In  a  chafing  dish,  heat  2  jiggers  of 
brandy  and  1  of  Jamaica  rum.  2 
tablespoons  of  sugar,  and  1  cup  of 
quartered  strawberries.  When  hot,  set 
afire,  and  pour,  flaming,  over  hard 
vanilla  ice  cream. 

STRAWBERRIES  CALIFORNIAN 

Rrillat-Savarin  liked  his  strawberries 
with  orange  juice.  Try  this  and  you'll 
know  why. 

Make  a  syrup  with  V-i  cup  each  of 
water  and  sugar,  and  in  it  cook  some 
matchlike  shreds  of  the  outer  skin  of  a 
large  orange.  When  transparent -look- 
ing, cool,  and  add  to  one  cup  of  orange 
juice.  Pour  this  over  whole  strawberries 
in  sherbet  glasses,  and  serve  chilled 
with  tiny,  un-iced  cup  cakes. 

STRAWBERRY  CASSEROLES 

Cut  ripe  strawberries  in  quarters, 
sugar  them  and  flavor  with  a  few  drops 
of  brandy,  rum,  or  Cointreau.  Put  gen- 
erous spoonfuls  in  the  bottoms  of  in- 
dividual earthenware  ramekins  or  cas- 
seroles, and  cover  with  vanilla  ice 
cream.  Top  with  a  meringue  made  by 
heating  2  tablespoons  of  confectioners'

DENMARK  IS  TIDY 
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Tower,  containing  a  spiral  ramp  up 
which  Peter  the  Great  is  said  to  have 
driven  a  coach  to  the  top. 

Unless  you  have  exhausted  your- 
self with  too  much  sightseeing,  it  is 
difficult  to  avoid  spending  a  pleasant 
evening  in  Copenhagen.  Night  life  is 
nourished  hy  theaters,  movies,  circuses, 
cabarets  and  clubs.  Two  of  t he  last 
worth  investigation  are  the  Adlon, 
named  after  Berlin's  luxury  hotel  of 
imperial  days,  and  the  7-9.  Both  places 
require  membership  cards,  but  this  is 
one  of  those  matters  which  can  prob- 
ably be  arranged  by  the  hotel  porter  if 
friends  are  lacking.  The"  7-9  is  em- 
bedded  in  Lorry,  a  huge,  six-in-one 
establishment  spreading  over  a  couple 
or  mure  acres  and  consisting  of  an 
outdoor  beer  garden  called  Lorry- 
Park;  Drachmanns  Kro,  a  French- 
Danish  restaurant:  Guldaldersalen, 
another  restaurant:  Riddersalen,  a  hall 
for  dramatic  and  variety  shows;  and 
Landsbyen.  an  enormous  popular- 
priced  cabaret.  Of  the  circuses,  Schu- 
mann'*- is  notable  for  its  horses. 

The  foregoing  assumes  that  you 
will  be  comfortably  ensconced  in  one 
of  Copenhagen's  several  excellent  ho- 
tel-. You  should  not,  however,  make 
the  mistake  of  assuming  that  you  can 
arrange  your  ensconcing  at  the  last 
moment.  The  city  is  beloved,  not  only 
by  the  Danes,  but  by  their  fellow  Scan- 
dinavians, particularly  the  Swedes, 
who  visit  it  partially  to  slake  their 
thirst,  resulting  from  Sweden's  stringent 
liquor  laws.  Forethought  is  prudent, 
whether  you  plan  to  slop  at  the  aristo- 


cratic Hotel  d'Angleterre,  its  newei 
rival,  The  Palace,  and  the  newer  Co- 
dan  and  Richmond  Hotels,  the  family, 
type  Alexandra  Turist  Hotel.  The 
Astoria,  The  Terminus,  The  Cecil.  The 
Nordland,  or  even  outside  of  the  city 
at  the  Bellevue  Slrandhotel.  situated 
along  a  stretch  of  beach  sometimes  re- 
ferred to  as  the  Danish  Lido. 

TRANSPORTATION 

New  York  to  Copenhagen  by  air: 
American  Overseas  Airlines  has  2 
flights  weekly,  stopping  at  Shannon  and 
Hamburg.  Scandinavian  Airlines  has 
1  flights  weekly,  slopping  at  Gander, 
Prestwick  and  sometimes  Hamburg. 
KLM  has  .">  Ilijihi-  weekly,  -tupping  a| 
Glasgow  or  Shannon  and  Amsterdam. 
Swissair  has  3  flights  weekly,  stopping 
at  Gander,  Geneva  and  Zurich.  BOAC 
has  daily  flights,  stopping  at  Shannon 
or  Prestwick  and  London.  Fares  are 
$398,  one  way:  $700.20.  round  trip, 
from  April  1  to  November  30.  Flying 
lime  averages  about  17  hours.

You  ascend  to  terrace  after 
terrace  edged  with  gardenia  and 
orange  trees;  Athens  is  at  your  feet. 

Life  in  Athens  runs  on  a  different 
time  scheme  from  that  of  an  American 
city.  Meals,  for  example,  are  later. 
Lunch  is  at  two,  dinner  is  at  nine  or  half 
past.  After  the  initial  surprise  you  find 
it  extraordinarily  pleasant.  The  favorite 
hour  for  entertaining  is  from  seven  to 
nine  o'clock,  and  when  these  parties 
are  not  too  big  they  are  delightful. 
Instead  of  cocktails  you  are  given  ouzo, 
that  strange  Greek  aperitif,  or  wine, 
and  the  food  is  mezes,  which  are  ap- 
petizers, hut  more  delicious  and  un- 
usual. They  are  served  in  a  crescendo 
of  temptation.  The  party  begins  with 
olives,  or  cheese,  thin  towards  eight 
o  clock  the  hot  mezes  appear,  small  bits 
of  octopus  mi  toast  perhaps,  or  thin 
slices  of  fried  kolokithakia — if  I  said 
vegetable  marrow  it  would  not  sound 
as  good  as  it  is — or  bourekakia,  deli- 
cious thin  pastry  folded  around  some 
my  -lei  ion-  gooilne--. 

It  is  quite  true  that  in  Athens  you 
go  in  these  agreeable  parties,  where 
the  women  wear  lovely  clothes  and 
where  the  talk  is  gay  and  amusing. 
But  tlii--  i-  all  on  the  surface.  One  can- 
not be  in  Greece  long  without  sensing 
the  suffering  of  the  last  10  years.  Ital- 
ian occupation,  German  occupation  and 
civil  war  have  taken  their  toll.  The 
country  is  poor,  it*  people  are  suffer- 
ing from  anxiety  and  apprehension. 
The  man  you  ~it  next  to  at  dinner 
»a>  imprisoned  by  the  Germans,  in 
solitary  confinement  for  a  year,  with 
no  light  to  read  by.  and  no  books  had 
there  been  a  light.  The  woman  op- 
posite  you  saw  her  mother  and  her 
sister  taken  by  the  Communists  and 
shot.  \  young  girl  of  20  who  spent 
those  years  in  Allien-  tells  you  how 
-lie  used  to  see  the  trucks  going 
through  tin-  streets  picking  up  the 
bodies  of  those  who  dropped  dead  from 
starvation.  They  were  often  buried  at 
sea  because  people  were  too  weak  to 
dig  tin'  graves. 

Greece  i-  fortunate,  however,  in 
one  thing  now;  -he  has  a  King  and  a 
Queen  whom  the  people  admire  and 
love.  I  had  an  audience  with  Queen 
Frederika,  though  audience  is  really 
too  formal  a  word  for  the  delightful 
half  hour  1  -pent  one  morning  at  Tatoi, 
the  summer  palace,  sitting  on  a  big 
sofa  in  front  of  a  low  fire  with  bowls 


of  flowers  and  books  all  about.  Tl 
Queen  is  young,  32,  and  her  pretty  cur 
hair  and  quick,  responsive  smile  mal 
her  look  younger.  She  spoke  about  t' 
Paidopolis.  the  homes  for  refuf 
children  which  she  has  organized,  ai 
of  which  there  are  more  than  50. 

I  have  visited  three  of  these  horru 
The  children  are  beautifully  canil  * 
and  they  will  be  sent  back  to  thi 
villages  when  it  is  possible.

produced  large  and  beautiful  flowers. 
These  show  an  extraordinary  ran 
colors  "iili  an  emphasis  on  varieties 
containing  better  variegata  or  yellow 
colors,  including  yellow-ground  plica- 
la-.  Jusl  a  few  are  Kin^  Tut,  Rameses, 
Prairie  Sunset,  Orloff,  Ruth  Pollock, 
i  it.  ol  Lincoln  and  Ola  Kala.  The 
Sasses  also  raised  excellent  blur-  and 
whites  and  the  very  distinct  Blue  Shim- 
mer. Without  iheir  blends,  in  particular 
Rameses,  t  lu-ir  variegatas  ami  yellow- 
ground  plicatas,  progress  could  not 
have  been  achieved.  The  achievement 
of  these  simple  and  kindly  men  who  sel 
out  to  make  better  and  more  adaptable 
flowers  continued  until  t lu-ir  deaths.

too  great.  Twenty-five  years  ago  it 
looked  as  if  we  had  everything,  but  in 
that  time  all  the  topnotchers  of  the  day 
have  been  replaced  by  belter  irises. 

What  is  there  left  to  gel?  Fortu- 
nately a  great  deal,  better  red>  and 
pinks,  unfading  blends  and  doubtless 
new  patterns  not  yet  imagined.  Just 
take  the  question  of  beards.  I  take  a 
dim  view  of  this  ornamental  accessor} 
in  the  human  raee  hut  in  irises  it  is  dif- 
ferent. There  they  have  greater  variety 
of  color,  white,  yellow,  orange,  tange- 
rine red,  pink  and  blue.  What  they  will 
do  to  fine  flowers  of  each  color  gri  "lp 
can  still  only  be  imagined.  They  may 
become  what  a  jewel  is  to  a  plain  dress. 

But  what  we  must  avoid,  and  it 
seems  doubtful  if  mule  breeders  can  do 
lliis.  is  concentrating  wholly  on  size  and 
on  show  flowers.  Dutch  breeders,  by 
selecting  big  obese  cylinders  as  their 
ideal,  have  limited  the  role  ol  hya- 
cinths in  the  garden  picture.  Breeders 


of  gladiolus,  by  stressing  size  and  com- 
mercial cut  Mowers,  have  reduced  their 
garden  value.  We  need  new  iris  breed- 
ers whose  aim  will  be  to  produce  small- 
er, graceful,  floriferous  varieties  with 
greater  garden  use,  flowers  which,  when 
cut,  will  not  need  umbrella  stands  to 
hold  them.  My  guess  is  that  our  best 
hope  is  in  interesting  women  in  iris 
breeding.  Their  good  taste,  their  sense 
of  fitness  will  enable  them  to  make  as 
great,  though  different,  contributions  as 
those  of  the  men  who  have  thus  far 
dominated  the  field. 

All  iris  breeders  have  a  wonderful 
time,  make  friends  everywhere  with 
others  who  are  as  joyfully  intent  as  they 
are  on  these  flowers.  Few  of  them  ever 
give  up  or  want  to  die.  I  sometimes 
wonder  if  their  generally  blameless 
lives  are  not  due  to  a  desire  to  be  sure 
that  if  there  is  iris  breeding  in  a  future 
life,  they  do  not  find  themselves  in  a 
climate  of  extremes  of  heat  and  cold 
and  an  inadequate  water  supply.

there  is  moisture  on  the  foliage.  The 
somewhat  circular  spots  reach  as  much 
as  V2"  across,  generally  on  the  upper 
surfaces  of  the  leaves.  This  fungus  saps 
the  energy  from  the  foliage,  causing  it  to 
turn  yellow  and  drop  off.  and  leaves  the 
plant  in  bad  shape  to  face  the  winter. 

The  early  growth  of  the  delicate 
mycelium  of  the  powdery  mildew  fun- 
gus may  not  he  noticeable.  If  leaves 
slarl  to  curl  slightly,  it  is  time  to  in- 
vestigate. The  best  measure  is  pre- 
ventive so  start  dusting  early. 

Fortunately  both  of  these  diseases 
can  he  held  in  check  by  sulfur-  or  cop- 
per-containing fungicides.  The  dithio- 
carbamates,  especially  Ferbam  ( Fer- 
mate).  are  effective  against  the  fungi 
causing  rose  diseases  other  than  pow- 
dery mildew.  Other  new  fungicides, 
such  as  the  quinones,  (he  mercury  com- 
pounds and  the  glyoxalidines  probably 
need  further  testing  before  they  can  be 
generally  recommended.  Ferbam  and 
the  sulfur  fungicides  are  best  for  rust 
and  a  fair  job  can  be  done  with  copper- 
containing  sprays  and  quit;  probabh 
with  oilier  fungicides. 

\\  lul  aluiiil  lite  inseel  pests : 
aphid-,  thrips.  midges,  red  spider  miles. 
leafhoppers,  slugs.  Japanese  beetles, 
chafer-.  Diabrotica.  etc.?  DDT  will 
lake  care  oi  the  leafhoppers,  slugs, 
beetles,  midges,  chafers  and  possibly 
the  thrips  il  properly  used.  Follow  the 
directions  on  label-  with  care.  DDT 
will  mil  bold  aphid-  in  check  (those 
1 1  hi  11 1  lice  which  suck  the  strength  from 
the  plant  )  and  ils  use  will  favor  red 
spider  mites  by  killing  nil  their  preda- 
tors. So  you  should  use  nther  insecti- 
cides with  the  DDT,  either  separately 
or  in  combination.  Nicotine  or  rotenone 
in  pyrethrum  will  gel  the  aphid-  and 
may  go  far  in  holding  red  spider-  in 
check  il  used  often  and  to  cover  the 
undersides  of  leaves  thoroughly.  If 
your  roses  are  seriously  menaced  by  red 
spider  mites,  you  may  be  willing  to 
accept  the  dangerous  hazard-  of  using 
the  potent  organic  phosphates  and 
thiophosphates  such  as  TEPP  and 
Parathion.  These  material-  are  so  toxic 
to  warm-blooded  animals  l  hat  you 
should  have  special  equipment-  -respi- 
rator, protective  clothing,  rubber  gloves 
-  and  lake  precautions  againsl  inhaling 
vapor  or  getting  liquid  on  your  skin. 

If  this  seems  alarming,  take  heart. 
Manufacturers  make  a  number  of  com- 
binations  of  materials  that  are  effective 
againsl  pests  and  diseases  which  war 
on  roses  and  other  flowers.  These  prod- 


ucts have  been  tested  and  found  satis 
factory  up  to  a  point.  The  ingredient 
are  regularly  listed  on  the  labels  an 
the  percentages  of  each  given.  Somen 
the  combinations  contain  sulfur,  or  >u' 
fur  and  Ferbam;  some  contain  coppe 
as  the  fungicide,  usually  one  of  the .,, 
called  "insoluble"  coppers.  DDT  i-  usu 
ally  an  ingredient  and  may  be  supplt 

mented    by    rotenone    and    pyretl 

Methoxychlor  and  DDD.  also  chlo 
dane,  are  found  in  some  combinalio 
materials.  Parathion  and  other  dai 
gerous-to-use  organic  phosphates  an 
thiophosphates  are  less  common  i 
mixtures,  but  a  few  are  on  the  markt 

Some  combinations  come  as  dust 
some  a-  -prays;  many  may  be  used 
both  ways.  Sprays,  of  course,  invol 
mixing  and  applying  with  a  good  spra 
er.  They  have  the  advantage  that  ih 
may  be  used  any  time  during  the  d< 
Dusts  arc  somewhat  simpler  to  hand 
given  a  good  duster  which  will  spre 
the  material  properly.  However,  du 
-hould  be  used  early  in  the  morning 
late  in  the  evening  when  there  is  lit 
movement  of  air.  Apply  those  conla 
ing  sulfur  in  the  cool  of  the  even! 
to  prevent  injuring  foliage. 

These  combinations  are  -ohm. 
expensive  to  use  on  a  large  scale.  I 
i-  because  each  time  you  apply  thi 
>ou  apply  all  their  integral  materi, 
whether  you  need  them  all  or  not.  Hi 
ever,  the  gardener,  especially  an  at 
leur.  may  well  feel  the  expense  jn-li 
by  the  elimination  of  mistakes  in  di1 
no-is.
